1a tche, one that foꝛ ſtrength, valour and high deeds, 
held ouer all Pagan Knights and mightie Gyanfs,chiefe ſoueraigntie, 
in all military actions, as being of the kearceſt, ſole ſupzeme Lo2d, cal, 
led the Gran Bradamante Campeon: who pꝛoturing toeternize the 
memoꝛp of his tinag?, veſired to haue a ſonne ſo abſolute in all accom⸗ 
pliſhments, that topfuily he might palle this life , with aſſurance that 
none but he ſhould imperate all thoſe Oꝛient Illes, in whole Con- 
queſt he had ſhead ſo much humane blood. 

To effect which deſire, he begot the moſt mightie Bramarant, of 
himſelte the onely homecide: 8 Lirgandeo in the firſt Boke of the 
ſecond part hath recoꝛded. | 

With like intent as the Father, departed the ſonne , fo2 ere hee 
left his Countrep, hee pꝛocured it, being in lone with a Gpantfelle, 
whoſe fame fo2 valour, did penetrate the vaulfte ſkies, With this 
went her wondꝛous gladly to ſpill ſo much Grecian blood, where 


both Father and Sonne founde theyz Hepulche es in the Oreke 


fields. 

Now then doth Galtener recoꝛd, that compoſed thele two 
Parts, howe the Gpantelle conceined by the Famous Brama- 
rante , and at the expiration of her time of trauell, was delinered 
of a childe, foz firengthe moſte admirable, ik not vnmatchable 
expectation, Fo2 nouriſhing and bꝛinging him vp as the pꝛoud fa- 
ther was, not with humane milke, but of Ounces, Zygers, and 
Lyoneſſes ; whereof that Jſland veelves infinite. At twelue yeares 
of age, he was as bigge and greate as any Knight of higheſt ſta⸗ 
ture, No wilde beaſte coulde outrunne him, howe ſwifte ſoeuer 
her were: Foz ſo admirable was the lightneſle of the turdie youth, 
that hee would onertake them in their courſe, and with his hands 
diſioynt them, piece by peece., on whoſe fleſhe hee fedde, Being ol 
loureteene yeares, hee cauſed. an Armour to bee made of ſcales of 
Fiſh , bꝛedde in the Arthlanticke Sea, whole ſtrength-cqualled 
the fineſt Diamonde : they were ſomewhat darke of colour, but 
he garniſht them with Pearles and other riche ffones, fo ercel 


not of bodie diſp2opo2tioned-as other Gyants, but compoſed of ſuch 
o2derly well knit om e e ee 
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af the Mirrour af Kni phthood. 


The newesofhis father and Grandſires . receiued ere he re⸗ 
ceiued the oꝛder of knighthod, which hee himlelfe ol himſelle did take, 
ſaying : None merited the honour to giue him that dignitie, and ſo be⸗ 
came both agent and patient to aduance his pꝛide vnto the end of his 

delire, which was ſo great, that it amazed the wozld, hauing karre 
greater foꝛces then his father Bramarante. 

So when hee ſawe himſelfe with armes, and knewe 
the Greckes had llaine his Grandfather , hee folemnely pꝛote⸗ 
ſted on the hilts of his ſwoꝛd, to holde perpetuall enmitie with 
them, Although pzeſently arriued other ſoꝛrowfull newes of his 
fathers death, and how the Greeke Pzinces with their owne 
hands intombde him, vowing to defend his armour againſt any that 
would pꝛeſume to take them. 

This lomewhat pacified his rage, pet not to eſteeme them his 
friends, It greened his verie ſoule to heare that che king ok 
Mauritania had dared to take away the armour of his deare fas 
ther: that hee would tay no longer, thinking hee wꝛonged his 
honour in the dcferring of his iuſt reuenge. 

This (aboue all the valianteſt) hee had, that hee was 
courteous and gentle, and without ſufficient cauſe would neuer 
budertake, noz of any euer demaunde the combatte. Arriuing 
in Grecia hee became moꝛe milder, not by meeting any, that 
ouermatcht oz equalled him in fight, but with the ſole fight of 
the Oreckiſh Ladies gallgntnelle, 

Her was pꝛone to loue, and in purſuite thereof pertoꝛmed no mean ads 
uentures. Finally befweene him and the furious Bembo , was all 
the ſtrength of Paganiſme diuided. Yee twke his leaue of his ſubiecs, 
foꝛ then he, none was euermwoze veloueo or any) with whom hee left 
tommaundement, that ſtraight vpon repozt of warre againſt Greece, 
they ſhould with the greatcſt power they could aſſemble , ſeeke him 
there, who onely with the ſon of the Gouernour ol his kingdome, cal⸗ 
led Artanio, left the confines of Scyrhia, where he raigned, purpoſing 
to imploy hunſelfein nothing till he met the Mauritaman Brufa doro, 
Aud ta take from him the armes ol his ſo deare and valiant father, cal⸗ 
ling him elfe vnfoztunafe, in that he had not known him. His ſhip be- 
ing rigged, and ot all munition and tackling well pꝛouided, within one 
moneth hee entred the vaſte Greeke Ocean, which not a little glavded 
him to be in his enemies tountrie. 5 2 On

to . hee dꝛewe fwzth his furious

On the lourth dap of his Navigation (hauing thitherto met with 
no aduenture wwꝛthie a Hiſtozie) he deſcried making towards him 
aſhippe, whereat he reioyced exceedingly, hoping to knowe newes 
ok his demaund. The ſhippes in their meefing came ſo neare, that Bra. 
uorant might well vilcerne vpon the hatches ol this ſtrangers ſhippe, 


two knights of gallant diſpoſition, clad in rich and ſtrong Armoz, with 


whole ſight he reſted highly contented, loꝛ in all his life he had not ſ&ne 
better accomplitht Gentlemen. They woze their Helmets off to take 
the freſhneſle ol the aire , and ſeeing he ioyned his to their ſhippe , they 
put chem on. And he appzoaching ſaid. e 

Sir Unights, I ſhalbe highly fauoured to knolo neare what land 
we are, and how farre we be from the nigheſt:Eleuated in contempla⸗ 
tion were the two, ſceing fo ſfout a youth , foꝛ hauing his vy302 raiſed, 


they ſawe his beard did not as then ſpꝛing forth. The one replicd, 


vou now do nauigate ſir knight in the Greekiſh ſea, and are not aboue 
thꝛer daies ſailing from Con/iantmnop!c,fo2lo many is it ſince we thence 
departed, In curteſie then tell me (required the ſturdie youth) whe- 
ther he that ſlew the Gran Campeon Bradaman, be now in that Citie, 


- fo2it greatlyconcernes me to meete with him? And J cannot beleene, 


noꝛ is it poſſible,that onely one to one he ſheuld ouercome him, whom 
all the Dxienfall Regions feared, The other anſwered, That Pzince 
(Anight) and if vou pꝛoue your ſelfe with hum, you ſhall 
finde that was nothing he then did, ſo great is his valiantneſſe and 
vnmatched ſtrength, whereto the heauens iopned all their influences 


to make it incomparable. 


Ta heare the Greeke ſo pꝛaiſed, did exceedingly vere the youth, 
So the Pagan replied ſaying, Surely ik all in Greece be as valiant in 
fight, as they are ſingular in their Pꝛinces pꝛaiſes, they cannot be leſſe 
eſtcemed then foz the wonders of Chiualry,andin the wozld ſolp excel 
lent fo2 deeds in armes. 


Do are they indeed (replied the knight and he that dares gaine ſay it, 
* here delie him to woa battell. Deſie me (anſwered he) Oh hea⸗ 


uens ! is this tollerable J heare? that befoze J ſe the countrie ot my e 


no longer would the inraged Pagan ſtax, but commaunding his barke

Againſt Mars would not the other refuſe the combat, but in this 


gets he little: fo2 being with triall aſſured of the Pagans ffrength, he 
ſtraight imagined what ſmall honour hee ſhould get in that attempt. 
Foz the raging Scythian raiſing his Merculean arme, & as that was 
the firſt blowe, ſo would he make it notable, which indeed was ſuch a 
one, that lighting on the top of his helme, hee ſliled away the one half, 
with part ol the neck-pece, and deſcended on his ſhoulder with ſuch 
waight, that he thought a Tower had fallen thercon:which made him 
_ failvafothe ground vpon his handes, loſing a peceofhis vanbzace. 
Another ſeconded the new Mars, leſſening the fozmer with the lurie 


ofthe latter, lighting on him as he roſe in the middle ol his ſtrog ſhield, 


which as il it had beene made ola thin plate, was cleane cut from the 
one to the other end, and the blowe fearcely kalling on his ſight, alto⸗ 


miched, felled him al along vpon the barke,voyding much blad thzogh 


his noſe and mouth. 

An Eagle in lightnelſe was the Pagan, ſs would he follow leaping 
after hun but the ſupꝛeme guider ol the Oꝛbes did otherwiſe appoint 
it, mouing his companion to ſuccour him with incredible ſeleritie, 


making the Scythians of none effect,by gining him a venturous thꝛuſt 
on the ſturdie bꝛeaſt, making hun recoyle backewards: fozhad he lept 
into their hippe, both had left their liues in the handes of the angrie 
Pagan, who like a furious Balleliſke offered againe the daungerous 


leape, but to pꝛohibit him, ſtod the amoꝛous Floriſarte, fo21t was he 


and his father, with the diſguiſed Pzinceſſes that were there, who des 
parting from Greece, were bꝛought to that paſſe, that they accounted. 
themſelues ſurely vanquiſhed, ſo fierce ſeemed the Scythian, By this 
was the fatherriſen, reioycing at the gad ayde his ſonne had giuen 
him. Againe reioyned the two barkes, and their beeing both togither, 


increaſed their hopes ol victoꝛie. 


The haughtie youth refuſed them not, but rather toped thereat, 
iudging them Knights ol eſtimation, and ſince ſo valiant tokens they 
hewed thereof, he thought that vanquilhingthem , ſome honour he 
might atchieue by the conqueſt. He was inraged againſt the ſome fo; 
diſturbing him from winning the enterance of their ſhip: and ſo ſuffe- 
ring a mightie blow, that had he not bene Brauorant that receiued . 


no other could haue the heart to endure the ſecond. 


FM bis pleaſure did he reache the beloued Floriſarte b onthe ene 
5 5 3. - 
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tie ok his ſhield, Farre did not the ſwozd enter, ſoꝛ the Scythian ſtaicd 
his arm, but all that it reached, which was the ſhield it ſnatcht ird his 


hands, making him turne twice oz thꝛice about, like with Kaggering 


co fall: he ſtept nigher to the edge, to diſcharge another, which happe⸗ 


ned as he would: foꝛ taking him about the ſhoulders, the blade boun⸗ 
ded vpwards, elſe it had ſtroke away his head: but ſo puiſſant was 
the furious ſtroake, that it dilarmed all that ſide , and fell with ſuch 


— heauie ſtrength, that it ſtroke him downe in the middle ol the 
barke, 


Aike a ſwelling ſerpent became the father, f&ing his ſonne ſo handled, 
that with the vtmoſt of his ſtrength he diſcharged his rage vppon the 


Gygantine youth, who not reſpecting it, would not ward it (but to bee 


giuen by the hands ol the valiant Tharcian) it was to much pꝛoude 


confidence to reſpect it: which made him ſe moze ſtarres then the lol⸗ 
fie Firmament contained. Ye ſtaggered tw vnſcemely ſteppes back 
Wards, almoſt falling, but recouering himſelfe, he fomed thꝛongh the 
Ur302 like a hunted Boze: blaſpheming irreligioulip againſt his 
goddeſſe. 

By this time came the ſonne, and knowing that one onely knight 
handled them in that manner, with both his hands hee laid vpon his 
Helme, which ſounded like a bell. In all his life he had not receiued the 
like: foꝛ it made him bend his head with no litle paine: and with moze 
ſperd then he would, euen to his bzeſt. Dcarcely had the ſonne execu⸗ 


ted his, when the father diſcharged an other in the ſame place. They 


fozced him to ſet his hands on the ground: It was to their will, foz 


returning moze furious then a hunted Lyon in his greateſt rage, 


as he roſe, with a counterbuffe he tumbled the father on the middeſt ol 


his backe, ſo ſoze b2uſed with the blowe, that almoſt hee could not 


alter ſtand on his feete. The ſonnt maintained the fight; pꝛocuring 
rather to defend himſelfe from the Pagans fierce blowes , then to ol⸗ 


fend, 


But what auaileth it? foz the father being arrined in his helpe, 
their aduerſary neuer fully reached them any blowe , but he lanched 


fozth their blood, wherwith they both were withal couered, and althogh 
they had ſomewat wearied and moꝛe inraged him, yet was his Armoꝛ 


er cut many gf and had the baltle beene made on land, it —

ere this bene ended, either with death oz vanquiſhment ol both. Foz 
the haughtie youth was bozne to fight , finding eaſe therein: and ſo 
had he in the ende of thꝛee houre „ ſa tyzed and wounded them, 
that longer they could ſcarce holde out: Pet foz all this „ did 
not the Knights loſe any part of their courage, which was ſuch, that 
they fozced the ſon of Bramarant to increaſe in foꝛces, bellowing like a 
bayted Bull:and vet highly eſteeming them, in relpect of thcir ſhewen 
valour. 


Long hadde hee deſired to winne their ſhippe , and ſo now 
to acccompliſh the ſame : with a thzuſt , hee dzaue the Ar- 
gentarian Paince to the fartheſt ſide of it, and after him woulde 
hee haue leapt , if that a ſuddaine whirle-winde that happened, 
hadde not parted karre aſunder both ſhippes , following after it, 

fo great a miſty thicke fogge , with ſo much thundzing and light- 
ning, that the pꝛowdeſt heart was daunted with feare, 

Which beeing paſt , they ſawe themſelues ſo ſundzed , that 
ſtraight eyther loſt the ſight of the other „ and in the Pzinces 
Dhippe, immeaſurable was their aricfe foz the two Pages. loſſe, 
that in that tempeſt were conueyed away : inſomuch „ that 
the amoꝛous Florifart was like to runne madde with ſozrowe +: 
= it was not much foz none ( liuing ) was euer better enters 

ned. 

Heere their friende Nabato would not leaue them with 
luch paine , ſo hee appeared to them in ther: Barke, \ay- 
ing. 

Ualiant Pꝛinces, there is no cauſe why vou ſhuld greeue at the hea⸗ 
nens decre, and what is directed accozding to their will: and thinke 
it not little that you haue ſuſtained your ſelues ſo long againſt that Pa⸗ 
gan: foʒ there be fewe on the earth lo valiant as he: and let this be no 
frangeneſſe to aggrauate your mindes, ſoꝛ it will alwates redound ta 
to the honoz ol Greece. Touching the Pages, it was time they ſhould 
relurne to whom ſent them : and therefoze ſoꝛroto not „ loz they 
whe place where they ſhall bee entreated as their perſons do de⸗ 


a pon galant Florit that haue vid reaſon of grief, take courage: 
bzonly it mult moſt aduance your immoztall honoz, And one nent. 
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leaſt pou thinke ol pour gloꝛp , vou ſhall be challenged to obſerue and

1 with the loue that Flora did beare them, they gaue o2der fo2 all what 
the wiſeman had told them, gathering togither of both kingdoms the 
hund2edroyall gallies, well pꝛouided with moſt warlike men, and all

Foz thzee miles from Rome appeared a moſt firange inchaunt⸗ 
1m ment,making af the fixing ſo mightie a noiſe, that all the Wallies there

So he departed from them, pꝛocuring the diſinchaunting ol Ly- 
r1ana, (and ſee if thereby the great warres might be appeaſed,which he 
imagined would about her happen) to eſpouſe her to Roſabels and as 
he thought, he p2eſently put it in execution, ſetting in deſpight of Lu- 


percio, (hauing greater ſkil then he) on the top ol the maruellous To · 


wer, a burning Cloud, flaming ſo mightilp, that it ſeemed continually 
fo caſt vpwards flames of inextinguable fire, It was ſeene farre off, 
and therefoze there were fewe vppon theſeas but repaired thither, al- 
though without it, there had not failed to come the famous Bembo, 
with the Souldanof Egypt, which was a bꝛother to him ſlaine, pet 
karre moꝛe ſtronger. 5 ther at his due time wanted the great Loꝛd 
of Nyquea himſelfe, with a mightie Fete, Foz Lupercio found that 
Greeke Pꝛince ſhould end the aduenture, and — all the wozld, 
beare awap Lyriana: and to fo2bid that no other Knight might ap⸗ 
pꝛoach to pꝛoue the aduenture , he ſtirred vp and mwued the valian⸗ 
teſt Knights in the whole vninerle againſt the Orekes , as hereafter 
ſhall at large be expꝛeſt. And pet by the ſigne, the great Magician Na- 
bato ſet, all the flower of Grecia vnited, was there aſſembled. The 
mightie Brauorant could not but ſee it, fo2 parting from the two fa- 
nious Pzinces , his Galley ſo nauigated the Mediterranean Dce- 
an, that he (awe the fearcfull flames that iſſued from the Sea. De⸗ 
ſirous to ſee ſuch ſtraunge aduentures, was the ſtout and fierce Pa⸗ 
gan, and to pꝛoue himſelle therein, toying to haue left his Countrep, 
to participate of his begunne ſights , imagining that his ſtrong and 
valiant arme was lufficient to terminate ſuch a deve, he commaun- 
ded thither to be directed, where quickly he arriued, 
Lower and the maruellous woꝛkemanchip thercof, vnable to conceiue 
who could frame ſo admirable a thing. e read y ſuperſcriptions. a not 
regarding what Armes were required foz that attempt, he flung (as 
Bembo had done) atone ofthe Pillers whereon the Tower was built: 
burt at that inſtant, there aroſe fo much fire, that all his fury a ſtrength 
nothing auailing him, with want inough thereok he gaue ouer, where 
his Armour ſtod him in no ſmall ſteed, foꝛ being made of thoſe bones 


that are moſt colde, they were able to defend ſome part of the heate ok 


that fire, and blaſpheming on his Goddes, he fiod loking il he could 
linde any other entrance: and ſering none, he thought it beſt to depart, 
bowing to returne thither , and defend that none ther ſhould trie it,

The Mauritanian would not deſerre his payment, foz cloſing 
his ſwo2d firmly, and ſeeing him without ſhield, diſcharged the puiſ- 
ſance ofhis armes on his ſure heime, it was it ſaucd his life, and his 


head from cleauing; neuerthelcfſeit was ſo heauie, that it ſtroke him 


along vpon his courſers backe, redoubling another vppon his bꝛoad 
bꝛeaſt, that it almoſt ſtopt the paſſage of his bꝛeath. Admirable was 
the light of the moꝛe then cruell fight: foz Apollo hauing made his 
courſe vnto the middeſt ol the vaultie — there ſtaped to gaze 
vpon their warre, glad to ſe the warricurs, that without ſigne-of ad⸗ 
uantage, had foure houres maiiſtained their fierce combat. Yet ſomes 
thing better (ped the Scythian, by reaſon of his inpenitrable armes 
that kept his bodie from cutting, Which was not ſo with the Mauri- 
ta:1anyfo2 in ſome places was he ſoꝛe hurt, but yet was no cauſe to 
make him ſhewe any faintncſle, 4 it rather increaſed his courage to ſee 
his blood inamell the earth.

Mhere 
Celio ſceing her, and of ſuch admirable beautie, blame him nat if he

The noyſe which the haughtie edefice made, va⸗ 
niſhing away, was heard thzough all the Citie of Xantho. To Cu- 
pids Thꝛone was the Ladie conueyed. in that manner, as ſhe witneG 


ſed her bꝛothers deaths: whom the Gad ofloue thanked fo2 her amo- 


rous act, in giuing her ſelfe the moztall stroke of death, only moued 
thzough zealous: loue „ fog which hee pꝛomiſed her felicitie in her a⸗ 
mours. 


Againſt the two bꝛothers that were cauſers ofthat vnhappy euent, 
was the lentence read to this effect, Ta the purgatoꝛie of Jealouſie 


and Enme let them be carried, where they may purge the patne that 
their raſh;vnaduiſed pꝛateꝛdings did put the famous Celioin, Whom 


the mightie Judge commaunded to be (ent vato the houſe of Hope, 


where he micht liue in io y and ſure he ſhould obtame a gloꝛious and 
amozous ende, deſerued by his faith, and that the remembꝛance of los 
uing his ſhould not annoy him, 


This being done in pꝛeſence ot the Dacian; who vnable to ſtirre, 


with many flaſhes oflightaing , the heauens were ſomewhat darke⸗ 
ned, till au was paſt, he founde himſelbe in the open field, hard by the 


bewteous Layſſa, and befoze them a Piller of ire, rr

At is lufficient (excellent M adie) anſwered the Paince, that it ber 
knowne, J did vou therein ſome ſeruice, which bound all the woꝛld 
(feing what wꝛong vou indured, being kept heere) to pꝛocure the re- 
medie. The comming ol the ſhepheards, Squire and Dwarffe,in- 
tercepted their farther ſpeech. Euerie one did their dutie to the Pꝛince 
and Ladie. Mhom Don Eleno receiued, as if he had not in a lorg time 
At this time entred the lame an infinit-number ol knights, accom- 
panying the king and the Pꝛince Lindauro, that galloped amaine to 
know the newes. The ſhepheards aduanced themſelues, foꝛ reward 
ofthe newes, ſaping: that the rallet knight which had ended the battel 
inthe Cittie, had terminated theLouers-aduenture. Jt greatly glad 
ded euery one ſoꝛ Laiſlasdifinchauntment: though being done by Don 
Eleno, it nothing pleaſed the king, that in his heart did hate him. By 
this appzoached the Dacian on his mightie Tyrio, banging the La 
dy behinde him, ſo faire, chat ſhe affected euery. one, and had not Lin- 
dauro bone ſo great god will towards Venus, doubtleſſe he had elec⸗ 
ted her his Goddeſſe, . .

J only am 
ſhe (ol all this kingdoms containes, ſaid N enus) that knowes him, and 
he not a little ioyed, diſcouered himſelle to me: and ſo wilhout feare 
may vou tell me yours, fo; this Ladie and my ſelfe excepted, none ſhall 
euer knowe it. 

To ſatiſfie pour content (excellent Ladie anſwered he) e no longer 
conceale it, Jam Branſiniano, Pꝛinte of Babylon and Perſia , the 
greateſt friend the Greekes haue, by reaſon oy Father was bꝛought 
bp in company of the Emperour Alphebo, and Jin Claridianos, in 
whoſe demaund J wander, æ as this nightis his ſo neare kinſman, J 
tannot but affect him: and had J not this reaſon, vet his valour bindes 
me to his loue: and tailing his vizoꝛ, ſhewed his faire face, ſaying. Be⸗ 
cauſe vou ſhall be aſſured (diuine Ladies) how much J deſire your ler⸗ 
uice, I haue diſcouered all that of my ſelle tan. 

J do highly eſterme ( bꝛaue Pꝛince replied Vers) the account

Ol galant cöſtttution formed the Pagan, with the great companies 


that accompanied him, euerie one aſſured of his conqueſt, ſ&ing hun 
with (ach aduantage: befides.reputing him of fozces inuincible. They 
equalled the ſunne betweene them, an auntient martiall cuſtome in 
warres ol that qualitie. Oh Don Eleno, who might {ce thee on ſwte 
without weapons, feareleſle awaight the comming ok thy valiant ad- 
uerſarie, who at the fearefull trumpets ſound pꝛickt ſozth, making the 
earth with hoarſe n. iſe eccho the trampling ot his hozles hoſes. The 
Dacian ftayed fo2 him couragiouſſp, onely fearing the incounter in 
the cloſing of the hozſe. Leaping alide, he made him icoſe the blow, and 
with ſuch furie paſſe fw2th his carrier, that his ſhield had almoſt leapt 
out of the liſts. wiſe was he ſo ſerued;but the third he changed olpur⸗ 
pole, foꝛ bzandilhing with mightie foꝛte the launce with ſuch leleritie, 
he taſt it at him, that his was not ſufficient to make him ſhun the re- 
teiuing it vpon his amoꝛous bꝛeaſt, it could not pearce it, ſoʒ that onely 
Leue had done, ſo making him a little ſtagger backe, while it reboun⸗ 
ded backe.

euil committed, to be ruled by the opinion of ſelf paſſionate men, whem 
foꝛtune hath rewarded actoꝛding to their malicious intent. Plainly 
vnderſtod Lindaura it was ment by him, but v2gent neceſſitic was 
betweene them, that he durſt not ſpeake. 

Whey departed from the king, lauing bim readie fo burſt with

It was no time loꝛ ceremonies, ſo Claridiano taking Venus in his 
armes, carried her out of the garden, and deliuering her to the Pzincs 
dt Croatia, ſaid.Receine this gift (ſir knight) fo2 by doing it, A cancel 

the bonds of my ingaged woꝛd. He could not anſwer, being onercloied. 
with io y, noꝛ yet could ſhe do otherwiſe. He returned like the winde

fed „ that fothwith they were both efpowſed, to their admirable 
iop. Tontenti in pleaſant chat, were theſe Pzinces, and alſo beeing 
night, it was not much ik they enioyed any ſecret iopes, J knowe 
not, but to increaſe their pleaſure, the ſenceleſſe trees were ſi⸗ 
lent. 

While they were in their iollitie, no little hurleburley had oner- 
turned the King and Pzinces quiet ſuppoſed reſt of troubles in the 
Pallace, foz going to ſupper, the Ladies were miſt: they entred their 
chamber, where they found nothing but a letter, whole tenour was.

uided in two ſquad2ons, to follow in fearch ofthem, foz imagining 
they were alone, thought that meeting them, they would bee eaſily

One of the Squadꝛons the furious Lind: auro did lead with the Kings 

toſin. The Saracin was pollitique, and fo ſuppoſing they might bee in 
the Louers Wed , which made him with ſwift fteppes enter 
into the lame, although the Pzinces hadde tane ſome other 
way. 
All that night he loſt hunſelfe , vntill the next moꝛning that hee 
met with ſome ſhepheards , of whome hee demanded fo2 them: 


that they were marched towards the ſea, Ye turned about in all 
haſte with his men in their purſuite, not demaunding whether they 
had any company oꝛ no:but ſo faſt hyed the Pꝛinces, that ere they were 
cucrfaken , Phockus was paſt the middeſt of his dyurnall courſe, and 


were ſo neare the ſea , that from. the Gallies they might beholde 

them. 

The Pzinces (ſeeing they were but fewe moꝛe in ninnber then

The oꝛe was commanded by Don Eleno and Branſiniano: and the 
other „guided the mightie Grerke, with the new Bꝛidegrome, who 
was one ol the ſkilfulleſt in the woꝛld, to diſpole and oꝛder a battell. 

In Figure of a halfe Mone, they awaighted their enemies, that ſeeing 
hem not to be ſo manp as themſelues, couragiouſly pꝛepared to aſ⸗ 
(ale them, hoping the reſt would alſo arriue to them: and with moꝛe 
tale to get the conqueſt,they appꝛoached with the noiſe of innumerable

No lefſe dammage did the Gyants in their furious pallage with their 
battle - axe. 

Admirable was the battle at this time, to heare the pitteous {lai 
mours of the wounded, the claſhing ol armoꝛ and weapons, with the 
reſounding noyle of cutting ſtrokes, and the running about the field of 
hozſes maiſterleſle. So ill did not the Eſclauonians behane themlelucs, 
but they kild being killed, not ſo much pꝛoturing the defence of their 
vwne liues, as their enemies deaths. Thꝛer houres endnred the fight, 


without vantage knowne on either ſide: foꝛ the inhabitants would ra⸗ 


ther die, then ſaffer their Pꝛinceſle violently by ſtraungers to be carry 


ed away: but in the end ol that terme, the Pꝛinces being heated in col 


ow , thefield had fewe to reſiſt their moztail wounds, foz enery blowe 
was the death of a knight. 
By this Pollidolpho and Lindauro met, either by their deuiſes

him with a furious thꝛuſt, and giuing Lindauro time to retouer him 
ſelfe both at once, not reſpecting the lawes of knighthod, charged the 
Croatian. But the venturous Louer bꝛauelp withffod them, giuing 
and receiuing mightie blowes. 

Altogither apparantly-did the Eſclanontans loſe the field, Foz 
wanting molt of their beſt Leaders, moſt pittifull was the blodie mal 
ſacre made ofthem. Not far off was their remedie, fo2 at the Sunnes 
declining from the fourth houre, on the top of an hillocke, there appea- 
red the Kings ſtandard, with the other twentie thouſand men, Who 
ſing the battle in thoſe termes, packtfw2th in all haſte, fo ſacco⸗ their 
friends that were vtterly diſcomfited, Great hurt did they vppon 2 
Crotians, which ao fearcd ſome vuluckie hap , ſo ficrce was their al | 


fault, 


Foure moze magnanimious knights then the Pzinces, were ne⸗ 
uer ſcene: foz though their enemies be treble thꝛer to one, their valoon 
doth ſupply their want ol multitude. Oꝛder was giuen none —

harme 02 touch the king loꝛ Venus ſake. Who waighing the doubt ⸗ 
fulneſſe of the fight, commaunded the halle offoure thouſand men that 
kept the Gallies, ſhould ſtand to ayde their Lozvs, It was to no 
ſmall effect, Foz arming themſelues, pꝛeſentip they obeyed , taking 
their way towards the hotteſt of the fight,As they went, two knights 
of admirable diſpoſition,and in rich armes met them, and learning the 
cauſe of that conſlict, determined to apde the Ladie, God was their 
helpe, being the two ſtrong Pzinces, Don Argante of Phenicia, and 
Thoriſiano, that togither wandzed to ſeeke their aduentures. They 
enfred crying Croatia, when they beganne to dꝛiue backe. But theſe 
newe ſyccours was a meane to regaine their loſt aduantage, and ſet 
their aduerſaries hope in daunger. Sundꝛed were Tarſides and 
Lindauro, and vnhappily did T arſides fall into Don Elenos hands, 
whom he had incenſed. 

This occaſion would not he loſe, foz with both hands he diſcharged 
Brutus ſwoꝛd vpon his ſhield, it yeelds no defence, foꝛ in two it was 
parted, and with the lwoꝛds poynt did wound him daungerouſly on 
his head. Mee cloſed with him, and foz Venus ſake would not kill 
him, But caſting his ſtrong armes about him, ſpurred his I yrio, 
aͤnd ſnatcht him from his ſaddle, that being altogither bzeathleſle, hee 
deliuered him to foure knights, to convey him to the Pꝛinceſſe Ve- 
nus. The battell was cruelly renewed, and dead bodies lamenta⸗ 
bly falling on both ſides: but the Pꝛinces being innincible, where ers 
they went, were aſſured of the victoꝛic. Clearly had they obtained if, if 
Phoebus haſtening his Meſterne downfall, had not hid his light in 
Thetis watrie lap, leauing almoſt half ofthe Eſclauonians dead, with 
foure thouſand Croatians, beſides the wounded, 

On either ſide retrait was ſounded, foꝛ feare of the nights ap- 
pꝛoach. Pollidelpho being in warre moſt polliticke, .commannded 
many filers to be liahted, that his enemies might thinke they would 
ſtay til the mozrow:which he nothing leſſe minded, iudging it mere fol⸗ 
lie, becauſe the king had his ſucco2s ſs neare, and they theirs ſo far off, 
marcht away to the ſea ſide, cauſing all manner cf lights in the Gal⸗ 
leyes to be fired, that the ſouldiers might imbarke themſelues. They 
did ſo , leauing neuer a man on land, except the two Pzinces, whom 
another aduenture expected,

he ſhipping in the land. The like did the Sopht, knowing how his ſon 


Foz which cauſe, as alſo fo2 the ladies Þ were with child, they intreated 
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rankes and files oꝛderlp to dꝛaw their men in field, No griele is com- 


ſed by their ſpies what happened. So ſone as it was knowne they fol ⸗ 
lowed towards the ſhoꝛe, thinking ta oucrtake them: but being thither 


moſt wofullp, with bitter laments to erclaime: and moꝛe, miſſing their 
kinſman Tarſides, they wanted pꝛeſent means to follow them, which 
fozced their returne to Xantho : where they gaue ozder to pꝛepare all 


was mocked. They gathered 600, ſaples, which was the moſt famous 
Fleete that euer came on thoſe ſeas. Theꝝ waſted 2 00. thouſand men, 
and 400. Giants, ot᷑ the ſierceſt in the woꝛld: with ſo great and puiſſant 
armies, he thought he might make warre vpon the greateſt Potentato 
therof. Lindauro was appointed Generall by ſea and land: that had he 
not bene troubled with fantaſticke vame imaginary boaſtes, he had dif 
charged the office with immoztall Fame. Some tune was ſpent in the 
pꝛeparation and aſſembling ofthis mightie army, in which ſeaſon, the 
Pances with their ſayles ſpꝛead in the winde, feareleſſe of any thing, 
with their Ladies toying in their company, within eight dapes landed 
at Geuazthe chieleſt hauen in all Croatia. The inhabitants receiued the 
Pances with ſuch ioy and coſtly triumphes, that to ſhun pꝛolixitie, 
wee ouerpaſt day by day, the rumoꝛ ſtil increaſt of Lindauros coming; 


the pꝛinces to abide with them til they were in peace, oꝛ with allurance 
of agreement with Venus father: who knowing the unpaiſonmentof 
her Conzen Tarſides, pꝛocured his libertie, with ſuch entertainment as 
his merits deſerued. It did ſo win him, as allo ſeeing how well beffow- 
ed his Cozen was, that he determined to paciſie the pzoclatmed wars. 
Wherupon he wait to the king of Eſclauonia, alleaging what honoz and 
greater diſaduantage he incurred to perſecute his daughter, ſince ſhee 
had choſen foz her huſoand, the Pꝛince Pollido!pho,rather then apy o⸗ 
ther. And ik ſhe gaue her pꝛomiſe ol marriage to Lindauro, it was one- 
ly to pleaſe his honoꝛ, and not to ſatiſe her owne will, hauing befo2e 
made it obedient to an others command. This letter a thouſand times 
made him ſo recant his intent, as he was about ſo often to haue ſhewn 
it the Pzince, vet he could not fo cloſe keep it, but he diſcerned it. = 

em⸗ 
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difembling, ſeemed to takenonotice of if, ld that fo2 all that, they ſet 
their foztunes on the feas, purpofing fo land in Croatia. They had 
done if, and it had beene one of the er uelleſt warre in the wozld, if 
the wife Nabato (conſidering his Don Eleno was there detained 
thereby) had not ſuccoured them, by croſſing the huge King with 
ſtoꝛmes and tempeſts, that the third part ofthe Fleete was onerwhel- 
med in the deuouring waters. They returned to Eſclavonia, where 
taking counſell, Lindauro knowing that the Soldan of Nyquea, with 
the greatcſt part of Aſia and Africa, did aſſemble themſelues togi⸗ 
ther againſt Grecia, reſolued to ioyne with them, that with ſo many 
multitudes, his reuenge might be the moze eaſier. As it was deter⸗ 
mined, he put it in execution, and repairing bis tempeſt beaten ſhips, 
directed his voyage towards S. Georges pzomontozy, where it was 
repozfed all the generall ſoꝛces met. Thus far (admired Ladies) pꝛo⸗ 
ce0ed the (ole ſpople ofthe toyes it pꝛocured, that by ſo many means 
ſought the eaſte paſſage foz his reuenge, vpon the robbers of his cons 
tents: who without remembzance of what hee (pwze ſoule) indured, 
palt the time in ſpoꝛts and reuels, till the ſeaſon of the Ladies deliue⸗ 
ry was come, both who bzought fozth two Girles, whoſe beauties be- 
ing in their pꝛime, darkened Apollos cleareſt light, The childꝛẽ were 
bozne with ſeuerall tokens:fo2 the Perſians had on their bꝛeſts Loues 
bowe and quiuer of arrowes, Venus daughter had alſo in the bzeaſt,a 
hand whiter then the ſnow, that twixt the fingers held a heart as red 
as blod. Much ado there was to name them, in the end it was remit⸗ 
ted to Cla ridiana, who therein ſhewed the ſharpneſſe of his wit, foz 
conſidering they had got the mothers by foꝛce ol armes, named the - 
Babylonian Helena: he did not ſo amiſſe, becauſe fo2 her ſake thers 
were noleſffe craclwars,the Troye ſuſtained about the firſt, as it is in 
the fourth part of this Hiſtoꝛie. Venus girle was called Pollixe na, in 
remembzance of her whoſe loue fo dearly Grecke Archilles did abide, 
Cucry one pꝛaiſed the wittie naming of the Ladies by the Paince,whs 
expꝛeſſed his toy and loue in the perfoꝛmance of a famous iouſter. Ye 
craued leaue ofthe Ladics to depart, thinking he wzonged his owne, 
fo line ſo long in thoſe pleaſures, which he obtained with great viffis 
cuitie. The day befoze y two Pzinces Wold depart, Pollidolpho thus 
ſpake. It is ſo manifeſt (moſt mightie Pzince) p many 4x init recout- 
(eſſe fauours and benefits 7 haue at your hands receiued, which ſo⸗ 
ting to ſo high pꝛized valoꝛ, my life is inſtifficift to ſatiſfie pleaſt deny

FAT gz many anocertineweeehenewes that e- 


\ mightie pꝛeparations, and of the aydes thelpes 


-44- hee demanded al his bozderingneighbour kings, 


that although if were not giuen out, gainſt whom 
5 | ſuch hoſttle aſſemblies of Pagan Infidelles were 
Apꝛeſſed, yet would not the carefull ChaſtianEm- 
perour ſeeme careleſſe of his necefſarie affaires: 

but rather commaunded Oriſti des the newe I heſſalian king, with 
al expedition to vnite, æ with new ſupplies to ſtrẽgthen al his ſcattered 
troupes, and with them to march away along the neareſt ol their ene⸗ 
mies neighbouring holds, that their diligence might ſtay their haſte. 
He obeyed, accompaniedwith bis Sarmaria, and executed his office ſo 
well, that in fewe daies he repart ed on thꝛer frontiers, to the num⸗ 
ber of two thouſand men, And leauing the Empire ſure that way, he 
withdzewhunſelfe with foztie thouſand men towards Nyquea, fo ſ& 
if the enemie would aſſault any plate on the ſudden, Ye perfoamed. 
it all with ſuch happie ſpeede, that his god diligence was to no ſmall 
hd, loꝛ that is it which ouercomes the moſt labourous toyle, The 


Troyans quicke expedition was no meanes to make the Emperour 


be — but rather to ſhewe his great care. Fo2of Mace — and 
Greecians, he gathered a well furniſht armie, wherewith he accounted: 
hunſelffecure, Ok p laſt, noꝛ of thoſe that ſeemed remille in theſe b2oils, 
was Toriſmundo none, but being aduertiſed of the affaires, he ſhipt 
himſelte towards Spaine, where hee pꝛouided all the gallies of Na- 
ples and Sicely, with thoſe of Portugall, whoſe direction Don Sil- 
uerio commannded them to obey, Dn the ſeas was not a moꝛe d ifs 
creeter knight ſcene, better to oꝛder and repꝛehend a battell. With 
flue hundꝛeth ſayles he began to plough the Weſtern Ocean, which 
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lixtie hundꝛed thouſand were Spaniards, with whole valoz he doubted 
not toconfront the pꝛoudeſt enemie. DfPoztugalles 40. thouſand: 
whoſe ſ kill on the ſea, excelled the T kilfulleſt. The French king with 
conſent of the Pzince Clauerindo, ſent vnder the Spaniſh Enſignes 
go. thouſand well armed knights. Df all theſe men, he had made his 
Lieftenant Generall, his va'tant ſon Cor ſelio. About the end or Apꝛill 
with all theſe powers, the furious Toriſmundo found himſelfe on þ vt⸗ 
molt confines ol his land, in light ol Lauering, where ouer viewing all 
his Flerte, from the hatches of his Gallie, all i in ſanguine armoꝛ raiſing 
his Beuer, and on a blody Launce, he thus ſpake. * 

IAsſhal not need moſt valiant knights to explicate in wozds, what 
great rewards a wel fought battle doth verld: noꝛ what neuer dying ho⸗ 
noꝛ is therby obtained, where rather a man mult be foitd dead, holding 
his \wozd within his hand, chen foꝛ feare to haue it ſaid, he did fo2ce it. 
But ſince we wade within ſuch danger of our liues, J will no moze 
remember ſaue the auncient blod from whence we do deſcend: ſince 
it was neuer ſaid ol a French man, killing he did flie. J will not parti⸗ 
tularize the deeds of Spaine, where Fame theſe waſte ſeas can memo⸗ 
riſe moze then what is repoꝛted, that her ozvinance in millitarie diſci- 
pline is able to attempt the hardieſt enterpꝛiſe. The which ſince wee 
haue ſufficient, coniopned with ſuch ſtrength, let vs implop it all, fo; 
with ſo mightie fo2ces , it were an eaſie matter to ruinate the whole 
wozld, Lhe which, that it may be done with moze-cotirage , J do de⸗ 
notice this war with fire and ſwoꝛd, to br executed, pet intreating, that 
none to ſhew himſelfe valiant, become barbarouſly cruell : ſoꝛ no⸗ 
thing ſo much as it doth blemiſh the deſerued reputation of a ſouldier. 
Where ending, the Admirall diſcharged thzee peeces of oꝛdinance, as a 
ſigne that enery one ſhould be ready againſt the moꝛnings Sun vpiile, 
with outſpꝛead ſaples, to recommend their Foꝛtunes to the kauours 
of the windes and waues. A great encouragement᷑ to all the men were 
the Generalles animating woꝛds, whereat to expzefſe how feruently 
they were addicted to the warres , they all vnſheathed their ſwoꝛds, 
pꝛoclaiming the obedient faith due to their Pance, who with a merrie 
gale of winde ſet towards Grecia, àduertiſing the Emperozof his 
conuning, who was not a little glad of his ayde, 

| Ye entered the wide Bauen of Conſtaninople, diſchar- 
ging all his grole Artillerie, with (nch noiſe , that heauen — 
gar 
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earth ſeemedſto meet, al the Caſties anſwered them with the like, 
There was none but came to the ſhoze, to ſee the entrante of the 
Spaniſh Fleet. No leſſe gallant on land then a god ſon'dieren Sea, 
would hee ſhews himſelfe, landing all the Spaniards in god o2der, 
bꝛauely attired, and euer one with a greene ſtarke a croſſe hisbꝛeaſt, 
to diſtinguiſh them from the Frenchmen, that woze theirs read, and 
the Poztugals ruſſet. In this maner he landed 50000. Spaniards, 
30. thouſand Poꝛtugals, and fiftie thouſand French, leauing the reſt 
fo guard and defend his Gallies, It exceedingly gladded the Emperoz. 
to ſez ſo well furniſhed men, and chiefly with father and ſonne, whom 
hauing neuer befoze (ene, in his very ſoule he retoyced to ſes their ex⸗ 
ccllent diſpoſition. By land was alreadie arrinedh:s deare Griſan· 
da, whoſe compante was moſt welcome to the Greeke Ladies. The 
immeaſurable toy cannot be expꝛeſſed, which the Spaniards coceiued 
ſeeing the Dames ol Greece, and as in warre no amozous thoughts 
bere euer troubleſome to a ſouldier, ſo the dꝛead command of angrie 

Mars, could not hinder them from the pꝛocurement offomeſweet (urs 

reſt, in whole name they might imploy the valoz or their perſons. 
This pleaſing life did little lad, foz the Emperour hauing true notice 
that his frivnds were comming fo ſuccoꝛ him, reſolued to go x ſeck his 
enemies, know gainſt who ſuch inamerable powers were alſẽ led. 
On the other ſide, the abſence ol his deare ſonnes much troubled him, 
fo: he had onely with him his ſonne Roſuler, that at Oliuas intrealies 
did ſtay. Allo the furious Brandafidel was with hun, on whoſe 
ſtrength he repoſed much hope. 2 7 23 4.4155 : 
The Grerke Alphebo hadnoneed of aduerfiſement; foꝛ the gene⸗ 
rallitie ofthe warres was come vnto his cares, and ſo with the grea⸗ 
feſt power he could vnite, withdzew himlelfe to T'ribizound, accom⸗ 
panied with Branunoro and Tefereo: who moſt greeued at the Pꝛin⸗ 
ces abſence, was the beautious Archiſilora, attributing the lacke of 
Clarichanos pzeſence to her owne ſtrangeneſſe: her ſoꝛrow was caſts 
AY diſcerned by her outward ſemblance, No leſſe was Roſamondes 
bo ſe her ſo: knowing the cauſe, it ſo toꝛmented her, that foz feare it 
cdhould be perteiued, ſhe reſolued to abſont her ſelle, foz commanding 
the Gouernozs ok her kingdome, ſhould with all cenuenient ſperde, 
undua the greateſt power of well pꝛouided men they could ſelect ut 
Y her Kingvome to Conſtantinople, and there to reſt vnder the Em⸗ 

perours gouernment. 
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They accomplicht their Quzns veheſt(fo then ſhe,noPzincefſe wag 
moze with lone reſpected of ſubie cs) ſending when time ſerued, fiftie 
thouſandof well armed men. The day befoze her departure, thee 
toke her leaue ol Roſamond with no fewe teares, ſoʒ neuer betweeng 
two Ladies was ſuch ſimpathie of true amitie. Merp impvztunate- 
ly ſhe offered her tõpanp, but as any god ſocietie wold but aggrauate 
the Qutenes euill, ſhee would not admit it: ſaying ſhee might not 
leaue Greece and theEmperour in ſuch necefſitie. Then her armes 
(being the belt the woꝛld contained) ſhe pꝛeſented her. Them ſhce 
alſo refuſed, foz Lirgandeo had pꝛouided her with ſuch as were re 
quiũt fo: ſakegardofher perſon : which were ofthe ſame colour as 
Claridianos, ſauing that the ſable barres were filled with flames of 
fire: on her ſhield was a gallant deniſe, fo2 out of a field full of odoꝛi⸗ 
ferons flowers, a Ladie ſeemed to go in ſearch ofa knight, after whom 


the in great haſte aſcended vp a craggie rocke,from whence ſhe lwked 


after the content ſhe loſt; and the Motto betweene them, thus. 
Little hope of ioyes abide, 


That leaue knowneioyes, for ioyes vntride. 
Alone would the warlike warriour needs go, thinking her greefe a 
ſufficient company: all the Court ſozrowed foz her abſence: but Lir- 
gandeo aſſuring them ot her ſafetie, their diſcontent was leſſened, 
mounted on a luſtie Courſer, ſhee croſt the wods of Greecia , thin 
king on her Loꝛd, calling her ſelfe a thouſand times moſt cruell, fo: 
that in being ſo, ſhee had loſt him: and by the loſſe, obtained ſo great 
_tozments. hee ſhipt her ſelfe in a barke bound foꝛ Alexandria, te 
ſolute to trauell the whole woꝛld, in pennance ol her folly. One night 


among the reſt, while the warriours ſlept, ſhe walked (as ſhe vſed on 


the hatches, with her lamẽts, to make the watrie dwellers partakers 
ol her areefes: at ſuch time that another barke ſayled by hers, frem 
whence might be heard ſcme entermingled grones with ſighes. She 
could notknowe what it was, ſo ſwift it went away. After it with all 
poſſible ſpeede, with ozes and ſayles,fhe commanded hers ſhould fol- 
lowe : it was done with ſuch diligence, till ſhee oucrtoke the barke, 
wherein hee ſawe a Knight complaine of Lone and Fozfun!

came farre mightier then his father, Ye ſent his Am baſſabo2s fo cur 
Nuene,to letherknow ok his communng and demaund, which was lo 
marrie her. 
A thonſand times was ty Lady abont fo ſlay her felfe, to 2 a 
match ſo vacquall. She called a Councell of her obintie: who reſo 
ued to withſtand him with fierce warre, by reaſon there were mam 
valiant knights that would lofc their lines to defend their Nucen and 
tountries ſafctie; fo2 although they ſawe the Gyant ceme with ſignes 
of peace, yet doubttng the wozſt, had gathered a great armie ol men.

Whey foke it, extreamely ouerioped, and conneyped the Queene and 
Ladies out of the Pallace, fo2 feare of ſome danger that might happen 
the nerf day, With great deſire they expected his comming, whereon 
fcarce had the Sunne ſent foꝛth his meſſengers of moꝛne, when an a- 
larme was ſormded thꝛough all the Citie: they of the Campe without, 
thinking it was in honour ofthe Nuptialls, replyed with all their mil 
lifary Instruments. In an inſtant were aboue fiftie thouſand men 
Armed, whereot ſiue thouſand allaulted the Pallace, leauing none a- 
line that with Dardario came, except his haughtie ſonne, that hearing 
the nopſe, ranne koꝛth with one of the bedde poſtes , making ſuch pit- 
titul flanghfer that none durlt aſſault him, Ye got ſome weapons of 
thoſe that were llaine, wherewith his deeds are incredible.

pineſle in loue as he, with ſo many ſighes obtained , and ſo his ſoꝛrow 

as follerable,!ofing ſo great god, foꝛ none will greeue at a loſſe, ifthe 
tauſe be not reſpected. Not meeting any aduenture woꝛthy memozy,.

The Damozel maſked her ſelfe, foz feare of being knowne 1 
by any of thoſe that bzought her away, when the Painceſſe was ſtolen, I 
They appꝛoched very neare the Citie, where the fierce king made his 4 
abode. It was admirable, chiefly the Caltle, where the King kept his 
tourt, which ſeemed inexpugnable, both by nature and ſeituation ofthe 
place. About it, were many pleaſant Groues and Meades, where the 
Pagan often recreated himſelle with Sy rinda who by continuall con- 
verſing with the Pagan, his valour and gallant diſpoſition, had ext · 
dingly mollified her obduracy, And Ly reaodes faith ſhee, had repen⸗ 
ted her felfe fo2 ſending her danse Tee ard by fo2ce to plead her 
tauſe, being to her honoz ts take him fozher huſband, that was able to 
pꝛotect both kingdomes , that vnited was one ofthe mightieſt in the 
woꝛld.

On this conſidered he, sChiiſfal Current 
ora bubling ſtre ame, when the mightie AbHtruſis'walked on the other 
lde, armed in llrong plates of ſterle, bare headed without helme, to take 
the coleneſſe of the freſh apꝛe: onely two knights without armoꝛ, atten⸗ 
ded him, bearing his: who was hozſedon a furious Courſer, his ſight 
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At his right hand rode the beautious Syrinda, on a milke- White Pal⸗ 
frey: ſhe was gallantly atty2ed,foz being well intreated by the king, the 
by doing the like, did moꝛe allurs him, and he loſt nothing by vſing her 
in that manner, koꝛcing her to vo nothing againſt her will, which to his 
ſoueraigne gentleneſſe, map be attributed. Comming moꝛe neare the 
Lady, knew the Armoz and hozſe which ſhe ſent vnto the Knight thuld 
combat fo2 her, She was ſo amazed (though his diſpoſition greatly cons 
tented her) that the toute Pagan noted it, and demaunding the cauſe, 
halle trembling told it. 
Oh Iupiter (ſaid the Pagan) how doeſt thou ſhew thy immoꝛtall 
power to — 42% me, ſending him at ſuch time hither, whom J heartily

ries, altogither oppoſed againſt her happineſſe, and which ſhee might 
iudge the leaſt to lay hands on, he knew not.

| While he ſpake, the Pagan ſtedfafliy gazed an hin, and gi 
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him ol great ſfrength,becauſehis conſtitutio — 
his olo ne, and this imagination he confirmed, noting the livertie ol his 
woꝛds, which he ſaid pꝛoceeded of valour, fo2 sthers at his ſole ſight, 
were ready to tremble. o he anſwered, In faith (Sy2 knight) Jſee 
no reaſon but any thing ſhould be done fo obtain your friendſhip,which 
oght not be litle eſteemed by him that hath it. But you ſe if Jleaue the 
battell, if redounds to my diſhonoz: fozit will be ſaid, J did it fo? feare , 
which could neuer yet be repoꝛted, inte knew what armoꝛ ment: ſo 
now to giue occaſion of ſuch ſpeech,he wil not permit that knowes the 
eſtimation of true honour, and how it ought to be embꝛaced. So let our 
battle be pzeſently, although Jaſſire you, moze then this, I neuer 
doubted the ende ol any : witneffes we ſhall need none, ſoꝛ my pꝛomiſe 
paſt to this faire Pꝛinceſſe ſhall be ſufficient. It is ſo (replyed the 
Gritk) foz ſince p one muſt of neceſlitie ſacrifice his blold in this field, 
let the ſuruiuer be Conqueroz & Judge to carrie away theLady.Who 
came to ſpeake vnto the knight,ſo amazed, that the Greeke conceiued 
the cauſe,and quickly aſſuredhimlclfe thereof. Jt gladded him, purpo- 
ſing if he vanquilht, to marrie her to the Pagan. Defied eache other 
had theſe combatants , and ſought foz a connenient place to make the 
batte, when from the thicket iſſued a knight vpon a nimble Coueſer: 
he did no moze but take viewe of the number that was there, and res 
turned.

pected the two bzane warrioꝛs encounters, greatly fearing 
the Greeke, becauſeſhe ſent to him, and the Pagans ſuccefſe , god oz 
badde, theefelt in middeſt of her ſoule: and eythers blowes ſhes 
receiued on her bzelt, . mover hab Cai 
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battants a moze ſuſpitious Judge: becauſe ſhe th2ouch loue, pleadeg 


the merits ofthe one: and the Greekes woꝛthinelle, the bountie Wher⸗ 
with he vndertoke her cauſe, infoꝛced her to defend him. Oh (ſa 
cred Damzels, Natures cheeleſt bewties) lend me ſome litle fanour, 
that 3 may wozthily-relate the rareſt ſingle Combat fought vppon 
the earth; loꝛ the one is Rolabel, ot whom the woꝛld alreadie trem⸗ 
bles: the other, the haughtie Abltruſio mirroꝛ of the Pagan Natis 
ons. The nimble ({wiftneſle of their hoꝛſes, was occaſion ot their quic- 
ker meeling, making moꝛe noyſe in their carrier, then Vulcans foz 
ged ſire ratling thꝛough the ſkies, renteth his paſſage, flaſhing among 
the darkened Clowdes;: Big and knottie were their Launces, but 
incountring with their ſteeled ſhields, they ſeemed ol flender willowes: 
Whoſe ſhiuers mounted ſo high, that their fight gaue notice of that 
Combat aboue the fourth ſpheare. Neither miſcarried by the ſhocke, 
though both warriours were aſſured ok the others firength. Amazed 
was the Pagan, ſeeing his aduerſarp in his ſaddle; foꝛ in all his life ti 
then, he neuer incountred any but he ouerthꝛew him to p hard ground, 
Che Greake dꝛew foꝛth the Troyan Hectors ſwo?d , glad to ſee the 
Pagans valour. And flouriſhing it aloft with that celeritie he vſed in 
all his battles, let flie at the agan: who turned to warde it, yet his 
diligence pꝛeuailed not, ſoꝛ he had not ſcarce offered his Se 
the ſkilful Greeke redoubled the ſtrength of his pꝛofkered blowe , and 
bꝛauely diſcharged it on his adnerſaries ſhielde, it bates not to be of 
fine tempered fteele;fo2 all it reached was thzowne to the grafſy-plame, 
Sometimes would they pꝛoffer aduantages, as maſchwle of Fence 
is accuſtomed, which would redownd vnto the offerers diſaduantage, 
as now it befel the Greek Pzince. Foz ſpurring his hozſe, he woid haue 
giuen the Sarracen another blow befoze he ſetled himſelle: he did ſo,but 
the vnbꝛideled ſurp ofthe hoꝛſe, moſt fiercely ranne beyond the Pagan, 
whole courſe Roſabell ona ſudden ſtaying, the plaine being wet, his 
hinder feete lipt, ſo that both headlong ſtumbled downe.:! Galtenor 
ſaith the Greeke , loſt not his ſaddle ; but Lirgandeo affirmeth it! 
adding, that his fall was the cauſe he perfo2med one of his vſual ads: 
fo2 being on his fecte, in a die place he awaited. 

The Pagan comming, that eagerly ranne to ouerthzow hin: 
his Bozſe he would not kil, but meeting bꝛeſt with bꝛeſt, with no leſle 
toꝛce then Mars himlelie, her made both Maiſtet and hozſe rent 

a 
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backe in ſuch a mazz, that hee had time to follow the Pagan, and caſt 
his armes about him. He was ſo quicke in perſoꝛming it, that he had 
almoſt pitcht the Opant on his head. So Syrindas Louer fearing ſome 
euill ſucteſſe, was infozced to do the like, and ſhaking the ſlirropes 
from his feet, ſuffred the Grecke to pull him off: who ſomightily ſnatcht 
him from his ſcate, that he tumblcd him on the ground: but cloſer doth 
not the Jute incompalle about amolſebegrowne Tower, then the 
Pagan embzaced the Bꝛittanicke youth, ſo that both fell grouellmg 
on the earth, where riſing, they beganne a moſt gallant wzaſtle, vs 
ſing ſo many ſlights and trickes, that the God of battelles could no 
moꝛe deſire, Mea e 

And ſo their wꝛaſt le falling out at the beginning of their light, it 
longer continued, either pꝛocuring ſome aduantage to get ground of 
his aduer ſarie. Neuer were they in moꝛe danger then now. Along 
while ſtriued they thus, till wearie of grappling, w2cſting fwzth their 
armes, flung themſelues frongly the one frem the other, with 
ſuch admiration of thoſe that beheld them, as they beleened not what 
they law. Highly did the Ladie eſteeme the Grerke, ſeeing him fo 
b:auely maintaine himſelfe againſt him that was famouſed to bee the 
valianteſt in all the A driatricke Iles, who on his owne behalfe great- 
lp mildoubted, iuoging his aducrſitie the mightieſt in the woꝛld. Now 
kepe they no oꝛder, noꝛ nothing pꝛocure they moze then death, oz e⸗ 
ternall honour by conqueſt of his aducrſarie. One ol the woꝛldes belt 
ſwoꝛds was the Greekes, being at Venus inſtant requeſt tempered 
fo the Troian, wherefoze he neuer ſtroke blow but it fetcht blood, cut 
„amo: and flech. And he himlelfe receiued them nothing inferioz,and 
6 though they dꝛew blood thꝛough the defence of his armonr and derteri⸗ 

if lie, pet they bzuſed his fleſh in greeuons manner. The Pagen at this 
tims aauited his aduerſarie, thinking with that blew to aſſure the 
| victozte, But Trebatios kinſman, that was in all things his ſuperioz, 
| by ſtepping aſide auopded it, letting him fiercely paſſe on, fo turning 
after him, the Greeke diſcharged his rage on the others waſte, in two 
he had cleft him, had he ginen the blow» with god ayme, yet it put the 
Pagan in great paine: who ſoz all that, recoucring himſelfe, at once 
tontronted each other: moſt mightie were the bicwes that feilon their 
ee I belmes, either dꝛew his \wozd beſmtercd with the others blod , and 

wie dich the toꝛce of the liroke they let their hands on the earth. . 
"il | NB 2 The 
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The .5reke did firſt riſe,being longer winded,and ere his foc was 
ſetled in his bꝛoken ſhielde, be gaue him ſuch a blowe , that cutting a 


- great peece off it, deſcended on the ſhoulder , where it lighted ſo heaui⸗ 


ly, that his knees were fozced to the ground: Cloſe he would, thinking 
to ouerth2ow the Pagan. But this bolde attempt had like to haue coſt 
him his life; fo2 the ficrce Abſtrutio being verie nimble, and ſeeing him 
come vnaduiſedlꝑ, he ſet his ſwoꝛd betweene him, on which the Pꝛinte 
running, felt the point in his fleſhe ,. whereat ſtaping, he gaue back⸗ 
wards, elſe it had pierced a paſſage fo2 his life. 

Heere miſt he his god Armor, attributing the fights continuance 
vnto the want of them. Ye turned fierter then a ſauadge Beare bp: 
on the Pagan, who by that was on fwte, laying on him ſo many mo; 
tallblowes , that quickly ſome aduantage was diſcerned on Roſabels 
fide : but it was ſuch as often his aduerſary hazarded his hopes of con⸗ 
queſt;fo2 the Pagan ſceing how it concerned him, did from his wounds 
dꝛawe ſtrength, both to defend and offend ; which pet made the e⸗ 


uent of the battle ſeem doubtlull: wherin the warriozs were eager and 


greedie one of the others ouerthꝛowe, that they ſpied not till they 
were almoſt ſurpꝛiſed , who iſſued out of the Groue : they were 
foure mightte defozmed Gpants, with aboue an hundzeth knights, 
who knowing the Pagan,purſaed him fo2 reuenge, by reaſon of their 
fathers death, by his, which they deferred til they might take him at 
fome aduantage from his Court. 

Well did the hanghtie Greeke.aueſſe at their intent, noting the 
manner of their comming: wherefoze vſing his accuſtomed magna⸗ 
nimitie, ſaid to Abſtruſio. Leaue we our battle in this effate ſir knight, 
fo2 J repoſe ſuch truſt in your perſon, as when farther 8ccaſion ſhall 
permit, von wil ende it: and now pꝛocure we to defend the Painceſſe 
from theſe knights, whole haſtie comming ſermes not foz peace. It 
cannot be expꝛeſt how the Pzinces woꝛds gladded the Pagan, who 
replied. Pour pleaſure be fulfilled (Sir knight) foz hencefozth J yeeld 
to you the victoꝛie of this battle, becauſe farre moze your magnanimi⸗ 


dus bountie deſerueth. So both recounted on their hozſes, Foz the Gy⸗ 


ants arriuall bzake off their ſpeeches, The knights were attired ab 
ter the Parthian maner,with — and arrowes, which like a ſhower 
of raine they let flie at the two knights, who felt ſome ol them in their 
fleſh thzough their armoz, 2 
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| To chunne thisfurie,theLady was fozced to leape fromher Palfray, 


which ſhe had no ſ@ner done, but one of the Gyants with twentie 
nights fwke her bp, and in great haſte ſpurred away, At the out⸗ 
cries ſhe made, her Louer ſawe her, and confidering his loſle, loſing 
her, ſaid. | 

Now (molt haughtie Knight) muff you extend the vtmoſt of your 
valour, againſt theſe vilde villatnes,whileſt A purſue the robber of my 
joy, foꝛ without her J deſire no life. Do ſo (bzaue Knight) replied the 
Greeke, foz it is reaſon you ſhould, And J by ſhedding my hearts 
deare blood, ſhall but ſatiſfie my bounden dutie due to the Lady. Away 
like the winde in ſwiftneſſe departed the Pagan, leauing Rolabell in 
the greateſt perill in the woꝛld: but he was bo2ne to indure them, and 
incouraging hunlclfe being alone, couragiouſly he thꝛuſt his hoꝛſe a⸗ 
mong that treacherous people. Neuer did Reaper in Parueſt ſeaſon, 
with moze defire enter his ſharpe ſickle in the pallow ripe coꝛne, then 
with furie Lyrianas Louer pzeſt among thoſe nights, bereauing ſom 


of armes, ſome of liues, and others wounded to the death, ſome hee 


cleft downe right, and ſome hee parted at the waſte in two: thirtis 
Anights had the Grerke llaine, and wounded many, ere any ofthe 
Opants could at full giue him one blow: ſo at length one of them pꝛea⸗ 


led to him, egerly to execute his wꝛath: but in the incounter, he oppo⸗ 


ſed himſelle with death. Foz although he wounded the Greeke on the 


ſhoulder, yet he not reſpecting the others blowes, he call his ſhield at 
his backe, and though vnaduiledly he ſpurred againſt the Gyant with 
his ſwoꝛd raiſed in both hands, it fell on his thicke helme, which vna⸗ 


ble to reũiſt, it was with the head clelt in the middeſt to the necke, lel⸗ 
ng him done at his hozle feete.. 


So great was the Ire that polleſt the nights, ſeeing their Gyant 
line, that vnder him they ſlew the Greekes hoꝛſe. Row hee was in 


no leſſe daunger then of his like: foꝛ being on fote, they all ranne to 9- 


uerturne him with their hoꝛſes: ſome defence found hee behinde the 


heape ol dead Knights, which was nothing, had not. foztune hither 


bought the Tynacrian Polliphebo, flower of Chiualrie: who hauing 
paſt many ſloʒms in the ſeas,the heaves fo2 eithers god, did caſt him 
on that ſhoze,directing him thi ther at ſuch time as he might ſuccoꝛ his 
couſin, who like Mars himſelfe behaued him, foꝛ hauing ſlaine ano⸗ 
ther ol the ſuruining Opants hoꝛſes, in the fall he toke from him an 
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Iron Pace that hung at the (avdle bowe, che which ut that infant 
ſerned him better then his fwozd,  foz with it hee reached moꝛe out at 


length. The T ynacrian bleſt hümkelke to ſee a knight of ſuch fozce; he 
iudged him to bel a Greeke, foꝛ in them confiltedthe woꝛldes ſtrength; 


he ſaid neuer a woꝛd, but with his launce aboue hand, like a fierce co, 
met entred among them, killing aboue tentie befoze he bake it. Hee 
would needs rid the Knight from the Gpant that remained on hoſe, 
backe: fo dꝛawing foꝛth his ſwoꝛd, went to him, and taking it twixt 


both handes, raiſed himſelfe on his ſtirropes, and finding the Gpant 


careleſſe of him, executed the bꝛaueſt blow that in all that day was gi⸗ 
uen (fo2 he diſcharged his ſwoꝛd on his middle, higher hee could not 

ach) in ſo bꝛaue a manner, that from thence zownwerd hee left on 
hofebacke, tumbling the other halfe at Roſabels fete, that with the 
noyle ofthe fall turned about, and ſeeing a rd ſo extrao2dinarie,could 
not but a lowdeſay thus. 

Oh mightie Tu iter, what viimatcht incomparable frength is 
this? He loked on his d 
fzenc it: but deſirous to let him ſe What he belencd, Tept with his left 
fote fozward, cloſed with the Gyant that vnmercifullp laide on him, 


and ſkrongly kirming himſelle on the ground, with both hands diſchar⸗ 


ged his woꝛd on his ſhoulder, which effected ſuch u blowe, as it was 
donbted whether of the two the God of warre inured: fo2 all that part 
downe to his legges he cut awäp: and like an Eagle leapt on a hoꝛle 
that was neare him. 

Neither ofthe kinſmen ſpake to the ofher, leaning it kill better op⸗ 
poꝛtunie, but thꝛuſt themſelues among that nulerable rowte, 4 gre 
ued they were fo lewe whereon to ſhewe their valour. In leſſe then 
an houre were the two warriours left alone, pet mought it well bee 
ſaid, in them conliſted the moſt part of humane power. Togither they 
put off their helmes; diſcoucring their beautie admircd, able to haue 


flaine A pollos in his gloꝛie. 


They were almoſt of one age, ſo Rol bell firſt ſpake: Pot 
mightie knight, the beſt that euer mine eyes beheld, make me merito⸗ 


rious, fo know to whom J am bound fo2 my life: fo2 to your happtt 


comming, when J accounted it loſt, muſk J attribute my now cnioy- 
ing it. Whereto the T ynacrian anſwered, Excellent and moſt re- 


nowned warriour, * was ſo little neeve of my helpe in * 
0 


vet knew it not, ko he had neuer beſoze 
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of your v4our, as J —. no thankes ſoꝛ any thing done, being ſole⸗ 
p due to the ſtrength of your arme: loꝛ il J pꝛeſumed to the attempt ol 
any deede, it was oncly to hane the fruition of pour ſwete paclence, 
which bindes me to tellyou who J am. Although there want in mee 
ſufficient merits to raul me in valcur; to deſerue the name of bꝛo⸗ 
ther to the Emperaur A hebo, i Roſicler the moſt gloꝛious knight 
of Cupid: Jam Polliphebo of T yuaria, ſonne to Quene Garroh- 
leo, and the CE Trebatio, and I arriued at Greece, with de⸗ 
ſire to make my ſelle knowne vnto my Lozd the Emperour, though 
J am aſſured he is diſpleaſed with my cruell mother, The toy cannot 
be expꝛeſſed, which Rolabell tonteiued, ſeing him whoſe fame had 
fillzd the earth with immoꝛtall honour. De embzaced him with theſe 
wozds. 

In faith (heroicke Pꝛince) J may hereafter thinke my ſeife the 
happieſt knight aliue, thzagh the knowledgeofſach an vucle:foz know 
(though my; deeds deſerue it not) J am your 1 Rolabe,), of great 
Brittainegſonne to Roſi N Pance elſe Oliua; and he that no⸗ 
thing moze deſired then to know pou. With exceeding content the 
Tynacrian embzaced him. 


Oh vnerpeced e it poſſible ſuch g obneſſe was in a land 


ſo remote, re fo2 ine? what may Abope. fo; that will not befall 
me, lince foztune hath la luckily begunne wy god, acquaiating inte 
with one o the put Enp erour I rebatios kinſmen2. J dos pꝛo⸗ 
teſt (molt excellent Paince) this dax ſhall fo be inpꝛeſt Mehin my me⸗ 
mozie, that firſt euery vytall power ſhall abandon their natur all na⸗ 
tion, ere J will fazget the remenibzar a ofthis pee lent content,cauſed 
by the knowledge, i | calfueed (bears Heals 
that ing vou are the firll Ihaue knowne a fa pou ſhall 
alwaies be in Allthings: foz J\ willneuer obey any with nzoze willag- 
nelle, . 
Ye perfo2 med it better then be lpane il, dor neuer coulins loued one an 
other moe z noꝛ Roſabell eſtmied none qt his Uncles as hee did the 
Tynacnan, TTuickiꝝ did Foztune oz. Nabaros, power, (ihzough the 
Dacians intercellion, whom hee accounted as his child) ſeparated

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but being ouertakenbythe nights appꝛoach, and they follewing their 
haſte, loſt one another in the wd, which ſo greeued either ol them, as 
they were readie fo2 greefe to pceld their ſelues: and ſurely they had 
fallen into ſome daunger, (foꝛ they had ingendꝛed the greateſt affc< 
on that can be imagined) had not the wiſe man comfozted them, al 
leadging how needlull their parting was. Do he returned the T yna- 
ctian to his damzell, and launching his Barke into the deepe ſeas, we 
leaue him, returning to the Greeke. r

| /-2\ ill midnight did he gallope ſeeking foz Abſiru- 
io, wiſhinginheart he might arriue in god time 
do lend him his aide: herein would Foztvne ſerme 
to lauoꝛ him, ſoꝛ euen when faire Endyminos loue ſhined faireft,then 
heard he a noyſe ol blowes and armoꝛ claſhing, Lighter then a young 
wanton Goate, ſpurres hee thitherward, and entring into a ſpacious 
field, hee ſawe Syrindas mightie L ouer, like anew Mars among his 
aduerſe nights, Ver ſtodea while gazingon him, glad to ſe ſuch 
haughtie ſtrength, and iudged him wozthieof the Ladies bzaueric. 
He alſayled them ſaying. To them, to them bꝛaue Knight, ſoꝛ thelr 
owne weakneſſe ſhall heere confound them. 
The Greekes conragious woꝛds did greatly incourage him, whom 
knowing, he humbled himlelle fo his god helpe: the which hee not a 
little nceded,fo2 at that inſtant aboue two hundzeth knights vnder the 
leading ol a Captaine Gyant, came marching vowne along the field? 
againſt the Pagan: this Gyant was king and L oꝛd auer themall: the 
furie which they bzoght,madethe Greke feare the loſing ofthe Kak; 


whom 
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intreated ſeeing her on fote, to get vp to the toppe ofthe hil, 
and hid her ſelle among the trees, whither hee would quickly followe 
her. 


She did ſo: kindly requeſting the Greeke to loke vnto the ſaletie ol 
Abſtruſio. It greeued him not to heare her tender ſpeech, purpoſing fo 
marrie them it he could. Then like athunderbolthee turned on his 
enemies: and with Abſtruſio ranged vp and downe among them, 
dyed to the chinne in aduerſe blood, and thogh the Pagan were ſome⸗ 
what wearie with the many battelles ol that day, yet the ſight ofthe” 
Greekes bzane deedes, ſo animated his fainting heart, that hee 
his wounds, and their paine, 

Such miſerable deſtruction on the hard rypened cone, makes not 
the onerflowing of an vnſtaped current paſſing his limits, as the two 
warrtours on thoſe coward knights, giuing no blow in vaine, but flew 1 
outright, oz fo2 euer maimed: which it behwued them lo to do, beeing = 
onely two, and their enemies ſo many. Followe mee bꝛaue knight, a 
ſaid the Greeke) foꝛ ere we part from hence, J vow to be reuenged on 
theſe baſe villaines.

They galloped thꝛough the thickeſt of the troupes, leaving bes 
hinde them the cruelleſt laughter that euer was done by twokmghts, 
They arriued to the hill where the Lady was, there they diſmounted 
to ſpeake to her: who full of ioy( guided by Lone) embꝛaced the Pagan, 
thanking him foz his kinde carefull reſtue. She on the inſtant percei⸗ 
ued her committed erroꝛ, but could not ſalue it: foz Lyrianas (kilfull

Nob is the time (fir knight) to end our koꝛmer battell, that J may 
right the Ladie which hath called me from ſo karre countries. Both 
Louers were moued by the Grerkes wozdse, but paſſing th at fiffe, 
and waighing what he had done, Abſtruſio thus replied, Oh Ioue 
fozfende ( bꝛaue R night) that ſeeing vou haue ſo often ſaued my life this 
day, I ſhould now imploy it againſt pour ſeruice. The gloꝛie and vics 
toʒie ot the fight is yours: and moꝛe then it deſerues your valoꝛ, which 
the heauens haue imparted you ; and though it bee moze then hell foz 
me to line without this ſoueraigne Ladie, ſo J may ſeeme gratekull to 
your deſeruings, my ſelle ſhall fozce my ſelfe to foꝛgoe this happineſſe, 
which is theonely nouriſher ol mp foꝛloꝛne life. 0 

Wozthie the honour ok pour high merits excellent knight) hath this 
your anſwere bene (ſaid Roſabe!l) and J doe in heart wich my faint 
wozthes were now equal fo my will, that J might were it but in part) 
pay the great bonds your liberall bountie hath bound me in: and ſince 
this Ladie is now inkranchiſed and free, J am readie as J pꝛonuſed 
her Damzell) to conduct her to her kingdome, oꝛ where elle ſhe pleaſe. 
Wherctoſheſpake, Euer ſince (fir knight) my loꝛtunes made mee 
nerd your helpe, J put iy honour in your hands, and ſo J amſureyou 
wil (conſidering my neceſſitie) pꝛote a it, in liew whereof, J vow obe⸗ 
tence to all pour commaunds. | 

It fitfcs ſo ill (faire Syrinda) with my conditions, (fpake ths 
Creke) to guard Ladics, as the expcrience J haue of my owns 
mie ztunes; , enfozceth- mee refuſe this charge, leauing it in the 
hands of this mightie knight, pzateſling, that il à had a filter , =

the new betrothed couple. There they paſt away the remnant of the 
night in pleaſant chat, fo2 the Pagan with gladneſſe felt not his 


tender care and carefull attendance, that the Grecke accounted all his 
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with her many kingdomes, J would commit her to none other. And 
ſteing pou haue ſo plainly heard my will. J expect your reply accoꝛding 
to yours, that hereafter J may ſerue Ladies after a new manner. J 
knowe not whether of the two were meze ioyed with the Pzinces 
wo2ds, but the Ladie with the accuſtomed baſhfulneſſe in ſuch caſes, 
thus replied. 

Jt nel appeares (fir knight) you would by all god wares pꝛocure 
my god will to accompliſh yours. . But that vou map ſee, there ts in 
no leſſe acknowledgement or pour deſerts, then in this knight, fo; 
what on my behalfe you haue perfozmed; J once againe ſubmit my 
ſelfe to your oꝛder, to diſpoſe of him at your content, aſſured that a 
knight of vour woꝛth, wil regard my pure honour as your owne ; foz 
hauing put my ſelfe in your hands, the lawes ofknighthod binds ma 
to ik. The Greeke did highly (as reaſon would) eſteeme what the La⸗ 
die did, and vn willing to deferre the happie content which the Pagan 
might receiue, did pꝛeſently eſpouſe them on the top or that hill, with 
moꝛe iop then if they were in their rich ropall pallace. Witneſſes the y 
did not want, foz.at the contract there were pꝛeſent, the beautcous 
Nimphes Oreades and Hamadryades, with many hairie Siluan 

ods. 
The Greeke by telling them who hee was, did very much pleaſe 


wounds, and the Greeke not willing to diſturbe their content, dillem⸗ 
bled his own. But when Apollos light expelled Cynthias darkneſſe 
from the heanen, all thꝛer foke their next way to the Cittte , where 
hearing what had befallen, they had armed abone twentie thouſand 
men, the which ſeuerall waies dimded in many troupes went to ſecke 
their king. Many ol them they met, chat greatly retopced ſeeing him 
well, who gaue oꝛder foꝛ the recalling of the reſt backe againe, which 
was ſo well followed, that befoze none they all returned. In honour 
of the Nuptials, thꝛoughout the Cittie and all the Kingdome, many 
triumphs and Jouſts were o2dataed: therein the Greeke ſhewed the 
incomparable valoz oł his perſon. Mee continued there in the cure ol 
his wounds aboue a month, fo tendꝛed and honozed, as in Greece 
he could be no moze. So thankfull vid the Ladie ſhew her felt by her

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paines wellbeſtowed foz her, At length thinking it time he tolde the 
Pꝛince how neceſſarie his departure was, 
It extreamelp greeued them,fo they loued him as abzother: They in⸗ 
treated him to ſtay one eight dayes moze, till the ending of an armour 
which the Lady had cauſed to be mn, het Was — to ffay be⸗ 
cauſe he would not go without them, | 
J well appeared by their riches, the god willtheybeare to him: 
they likewiſe gaue him a luſtie ſtrong Courſer , wherewith,and with 
the armes the Pꝛince was well pleaſed.Ye toke his leaue of bzaueAb. 
ſtruſio, and not without many teares from Syrindas faire eyes, Ther 
remained fo affected vnto him, that when the Grezke warres wers 
knowne,this was one bꝛought great ayde thither, doing the Greekes 
ſuch god ſeruice, that thereby they ſufficiently paid e the Pzince, who 
with ſome greefe fo2 their abſence in a well rigged ſhip, Nauigated to⸗ 
wards Nyquea;thinking he chuld ſoner there then inany other place, 
heare ot his Ladx. 
On the fift Nauigation , Fo:tune already beeing weary of her 

ſtay, would ſhew him one ol her fierceſt changes, foz obtaining Nep-- 
tunes fauour, ſhe conſpired with Eolus topſey-turuey to suerturne the 
ſeas, raiſing ſuch tempeſtuous ſtoꝛmes, that the Pzince ſaw himſclfe a 
thonſand times in the hands ol death: ſometimes mounted aloft vpon 
the deuouring rigges of a waue, as high as a heauens werping face, 
and then tumbling downe, as lowe as the loweſt Center ol the deepe, 
thinking himſelle and ſhippe ouerwhelmed in thole mercilefſe waters, 
accompanying the watery dwellers in their Cauerns. Then would he 
pittie his weake ouermatched veſſell , to ſeit ſtriue againſt two ſuch 
mightie Elementall foes,fo2 havingloſt by furie ot the raging windes, . 
ul her ſayles, her maſſes, and tackels aboue, was belowe ſo cruelly aſ⸗ 
laulted with the ſeas, remozſelefle ſurges, that beating at her belly and 
es, had hewed their paſſage thꝛough her ribbes, entring her bꝛeaches 
lo without all pitie, that neither by pumping, noꝛ any other means; her 
lakes were vnable fo be ſtenched, that the pwꝛe Marriners teꝛed with 
abour, amazed at the tempelts, fierteneſſe and conſounded with death:

With a nimbleleape 
he got within the bealls Cabbin, where there began ſuch Hideous outs 
cries, that ho was about a thouland times to turne backe, but iudging 
it baſe cowardile, with his ſwoꝛd dꝛawut he expected the ſerpents com 
ming. Neuer was that Jle witneſſe of a moꝛe bꝛauer Combat. In if 
the Greekes dexteritie auailes him, foꝛ the edge of his ſwoꝛd can make 
no impꝛeſſion in her. Be found it, when at his irſt aſſault, he gaue her 
a mightie blowe on the ſcales.UWhippirig the earth with her taile, came 
the furious Serpent againſt the Grerke vouth: and being neare him, 
with her mouth he would haue hoyſed him aloft: he defended himſele 
ftepping allde, ſo taping her clawes, but not her taile, wherewith ſee IF. 
gaue him ſuch aperke that ſheflong him karre without the entrance he 
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Poze furiotis han ſhee ryfed ehe; Srerke Heteules'bunkd 
with the fail , and with haltie paces her ranne againe vnto the 
entrance, but there hee founde the Serpent. Foaveleſſe; the val 
ant Greeke appꝛoached to her, holding his Iwozd fare betone hu 
hands. He had ſcarce made an offer, when the diuelliſh furious Ser 


pent lnatcht at his chield with one of her fangs, dꝛagging him — 0 
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bur der pe otofakehim with herſharpe ci 

the Pꝛince expected — art A er ere 
moſt ſtrong blowe, Jt was venturous, and that which gane him the 
vicozie, Foz diſcharging it very neare her beaſt, wherethe ſcales were 
not ſo hard, it moztally wounded her. No helliſh furie is now comparas 
ble to her being wounded, loꝛ ſtriking the eerth, ſhe flew to the Greke, 
whoſe courage and ſtrength could not now defend him from her tayle: 
fo: therewith ſhe ſtrok him to the ground, where alſo he tould not ſcape 
her tallents. Mis armoꝛ ſaued his life, though ſome of the ioynts ran in⸗ 
to his fleſh. The Greeke in this extremitie fozgot not his dagger, which 
dzawing fo2th with his left hand, he tabbed it th2ile vnder her necke, 
with which wounds ſhe let him go. But ſhe had no ſoner done it, when 
ſhe returned vpon him, opening wide her infernall mouth. Ye ſtrongly 
held his left arme, and holding the point ol his dagger vpwards, he ran 
it into her mouth, whereon dhe thinking to pꝛay, twixt her iawes, ſher 
thzuſt it into her bzaines, TMith ſome trouble the Greeke dzew it loꝛth, 
glad of the god ſucceſſe: yet befoze he got cleare, oz that ſhe fell, with 
her tatle ſhe gaue him the laſt perke, in ſuch manner, that had ſhe bene 
able to ſecond an other, he had bene in great daunger. Me tell on the 
ground, volding much blod thꝛough his mouth. The like to that the 
Greeke Louer neuer had recziued. Ye role, becauſe carelcly he would 
not ioſe what his balour aſſtired, And law the ſerpent weltring in her 
owne goare , till by little and little ſhe dyed , to the Greekes exceeding 
content ; who to reſt, ſate him downe vnder a loſtie oake that grew in 
the end of that Lane, and toke off his helme to take the ayze, that then 
1 ofthe Dake he aw a(ſcrowle, which horead.

It is well knight (replyed the Lady) now you haue committed a 
fault, you thinke by confeſſion to extenuate your deſtrued puniſhment, 
Do ouercome with contemplation of his Lady tod the Grteke, that 
he heard not the opening of the gate, with as much hozroz , as if 
a peale of ozdinance were viſcharged Lh2ough it, came fwzth 
two Knights richly' armed: and alſo after them, followed the 

bewteous Claramant, apparelled in cloath of Golde, "whole pꝛeſence 
would haue made Nane ils leaue his ſelle-loue to ſtaꝑ and dote on 


him. 

Paning their Launces in their rells, and asſwift as the winde, 
they ran againſt the careleſſe Pꝛince, that was buſied gazing on his 
beloued Arch yſilora. 99 valiant were his twoaduerſaries, and ſo de⸗ 
ſirous to bit hum hat they loſt not their encoũters, which were ſo migh⸗ 
tie and ſudden, that when he would haue warded them, hee found him⸗ 
ſelte on the ground, lo ſoze bꝛuſed with the fall, that he cond not riſe 
when he would. Do eager is not an Cagle to defend he yonglings,as 
the knights turned vpon the Pꝛince, and both at once againe hit him, 

blut being warned by the fozmer negligence,ſfoutly reſiſted them, chat 
they could not oucrthzowe him, but made him ſtagger backwards, 
Do ſkill were the Bnightsof the Caſtte-, that the one ſeeing the ill 
ſucceſle ot their encounter, like a ſecond Mars flung his Lance at him, 
he miſt him; foz in the midde ſt of his ameꝛous belt, hee gaue him the 
greateſt blow that euer he recetued,and was fozced to ſtay himſelf with 
his left hand on the ground.

and out of his arme let his Lance ſlie, like a killing Comet: it Arbe 
him on the one five ofthe cloſing ol his armoꝛ, where Galtenot ſaith, 
it wounded him a litle: but Lirgandeo affirmeth, he was felled to the 
carth, yet howſoeuer he tould notperfozme his attempt:ſoꝛ all he much 
pꝛotured il. ow the two tompanions being ſpoarelefle, dae w fwoth 
two ſwoꝛds vnequalled in all the woꝛld, and with them arriued vpon 
the Grerke, that expected them: Afloziſh diſcharged one vppon his 
helme, which he — felt, and the other lomewhat lower thꝛuſt at 
him fiercely : which hee dearely did aby: fo2 Claridiano moze furious 
then thundering lightning, auoided it ſtepping aſide, leauing him han⸗ 
ging vpon his hole, Thinking to haue ſlaine hun, with both hands he 
laid on his ſhoulders . The Pꝛince imagined he had cleft him in the 


middeſt, but he could not be vanquiſhed on hozſevacke : Who therefoze 


returned with moze courage then befoze , and began to helpe one ano 


ther againſt the Pꝛince, with ſuch ſtrength and lightncſle, as he thoght 


himſelfe in manikeſt danger, doubting the euent of the battell. Do one 


Allaulted him with his Courſers ſwifteſt courſe, which carreir he loſt; 


foz Archiſiloras Louer a little peelding ſidewaies,caſt his ſtrong arms 
about him, and maugre all his foꝛtes, pulled him from his ſaddle to the 
ground, much glad therof, foꝛ ſo he might better deale with them, Who 
wereſoinſtructed to aide one an other, that he which was on fot, wold 
neither lwſenoz ſtep from Claridiano, till he ſaw his tumpanion run at 
him, and then with a ſwinge hee turned him againſt the hozſe breit, 


ho encountred him lo ſtrongly, that he made him ſtumble backwards 


like to fall, 


And moꝛe fo helpe him downe , he on foote thauſt at him 
in his amaze, two ſuch ſtrong points, that Claridiano neuer did what 
he was nowinfozced vnto , foz neither courage no} valoure pꝛeuay⸗ 
ling, hefelldowne, But like Auteus towching on the earth; heroſe 
freſher and fiercer,fhat he on hozſbacke eſcaped not free + erg 
ter: fo2 as he turned, Claridiano as wzathfull as a hungrie Lyon , let 
dꝛiue at him with ſo puiſſant a blowe,that whether he would oꝛ no, het 
felde him from his Saddle downe to the graſſie plaine: where it added 
pleaſure to content, ſceing the foztunate and vnconquered- Greeke er 
ter, and retire as he would,” Wearied he had them, although himlſeife 
"was noleſſe:fo2 they of he Caftle were of the valiantelt in the wok 
nd about that matter, mould not refuſe Mars his challenge,

Croſſing his woꝛd inwards, the one the Greeke, it vas but 
an offer, fo2 going toward it, he ſtaped his arme, and bearing it lower, 
ſtroke him on the legs, and on the left thigh he gaue him the greate 
blow that he had receiuedin all that battle: oz though it did not wound 
him, yet it put him in ſuch paine that he could not ſtir that legge, The 
god effect ol the ſlroke, perceiued they of the Caſtle, and that they might 
take the aduantage , befoze the paine left him, they began to hammer 
him with moze ſtrength and ſpeede, then the C yclopes did when they 
fozged MÆueas Armoꝛ. The Pꝛince much feared being ſo lame, but ſee 
ing it concerned him no lefſe then his life, dꝛagging that lege, pertos⸗ 
med wonders. 

The firſk Battle that euer Claramant had ſeene was this :the 
which he iudged to hunſelfe would be the laſt , ſo fierce and terrible it 
was, He laid, moꝛe cunning ſ kill nozvallour could not be wiſhed in 
one knight, thẽ what he in the yallow ſhewed. It was a matter woꝛthy 
the Pzince, fozas he was, he neuer ſuffered them to cloſe within him, 
though they nothing elſe pꝛocured, ſtil keeping them out with his vn- 
tollerable cruell blowes, which made them kiſſe the earth, ſometimes. 
os. their hands, and then with their knes, And againe other times, 

at once. 

In the ende he flung ahan Gat had wounded him: quicke he 
was, but Archy ſiloras Ch was poſſeſſed with extreameſt of 
his rage, andtherefoze reached him on the toppe of his Helme, in ſuch 
manner, that in deſpight ol him, he tumbled him on the greene bzeſt ol 
mother earth.

The haughtie Grerke lifted vp his head to anſwere him, fo2 thꝛong 
the anger ol the fight, he had nat noted the Donzell. @oloking on 
him now, he was aſtoniſhed , thinking he (awe himſelle: fo2 were her 
alifle elder , none could haue diffinguiſhed them, noꝛ yet from the 
Emperour Alphebo, foz they reſembled ſo much one another, that in 
the beginning he verily iudged him to be his father, which opinion his 
tender peares fruſtrated, And yet ſuppoſing him ſome kinknan of his, 
did graunt it, and would haue done had it bene farre moze, But 
that was inough, had he bene any other then Claridiano, to make 
him neuer returne to Greece. Foz ſcarce had the Donzell rayſed 
them with his hand, when as freſhe as in the beginning, they let flie 
at him, togither two ſuch blowes , that they made him kneele on the 
ground, 

It extreamly greeued him tobe ſo mocked vet was not he angry 
agaiaft the Donzell, imagining th2ough lacke of iudgement he had 
done it. Pe animated himſelfe to this new Combat, although with 
ſome doubt to ſee his aduerſaries nimbler and luſtier then at the firſt} 
and himſelf fomewhat weary.Claſping his ſwoꝛd ſtrongly in his hand, 
he went againſt them, making them knowe, nothing could bereaue 
him of his aſſured victozie, So cloſing with the one, with his ſhoulders 
he thzuſt him from him, like aloſened arrow from a bowe. And with a 
leape he turned on the lecond. His ſped could not laue him, fo2 the furi⸗ 
ous Greeke cut away halle his helme, with part of his head. This bluw 
gladded him, reſoluing ta deny the Donzell any thing he ſhould al ke 
within that place, By this arriued the other, but what auailes it, ſoꝛ the 
Grecke Marg giues no blowe which they feele not within their fleſhe, 

They had kinde Ladies in this ſecond fight loſt the vertue of the In⸗ 
chantment, only helping themſelues with their natural ſtrength, which 
| 2 very great. And pet it pꝛeuailes not againſt him that was boꝛne a 

nquero2. 

End this cruel warre would the Grerke, calling himſelle coward 
to pꝛolong it ſo long: And auoyding one of their blowes , he ran at him 
with the bzaus{th2uft that in all his life he exccuted:foz piercing ſhield, 
bacalt and backe, hee tumbled him dead at his feete , to Claramants 
great admiration. The ſecond inconraged himſcliefo2 all he was alone 
and ſoze wounded, it was but a little lengthning ol his life, to endure 


a mozteruel death, Foz the Pzince hamng Foztune by the _

ttroke at the top of his helme, yet not with the ſtrength he might, but 
he peelding backe his head, couered if with the ſhielde: whereat the 
Greeke turning his arme, diſcharged it on his thighes ſo mightily, 
that aunoſt he cat one cleane off. Befoꝛe he could ſetle humſelfe,he ran 
vpon him, and with incredible haſte (leaſt Claramant ſhould inter⸗ 
rupt him) he reaſt him ol his life : himſelle remaining fo wearie, that 
his legges could not then ſuſtaine him. | 

All his like time he moſtettcemed this victozie, foꝛ it coſt moꝛe laboz,: 
moꝛe blood, and moze trouble, then any other of that quallitic. Be went 
towards the beauteous Donzell, elder then him by ſire peares, but 
hauing ſuffered no cares, noꝛ paines, noꝛ loue paſſions, -made him 
læme ponger then his couſin; who toke off his helme, diſcoucring that 
Mars his countenance ot his. Either reiopced to ſee the other, thinking 
they ſawe one another in a glaſſe. So Claridiano ſpake firft, ſaping. 

J intreat you {faire Donzell) ſo the heauens make vou happie in all at⸗ 
tempts, to tell me the cauſe of your being within fo defended a plate, 
and alſo who you are? foz conſidering how dearly your ſight hath coſt 
me, (although J thinke it well beſtowed). you are bound to tell me: 
wherets Clacamant replied. . 

Ok neither (firkinight) may reſolue pot; vnlefſeJ receine: the o 
der ol Chiualrie, and in faith it not a little greeues mee, that J cannot 
herein ſatiſfie pou; . uch deſire had theGreeke to know him, as her 
was determined to giue it him: but remembzing how hee was befoze 
macked,thusanſwered.Nay ſir, it pour knowledge mult coſt ſo much, 
J will not moꝛe with it, to2 in not perfozmingas pet pour requeſt, 1 
an (ure J do pou ſome ſeruice. Why then (ſaid Claramant) fare vou 
well, fo2 le returne vnto my Caſtle, and in faith, ſozrie to bg denied 
in my firſt requeſt q ener made to anykmght,Go with me from hence 
(ww2thie Donzell, returned the Greeks) and you ſhall reteiue it with 
uch ſole:nnitie, as is due vnto pour perſon. The gallant youth anſwe⸗ 
rd not, but in great haſte returned tothe Caſtle, where had hee en⸗ 
(ted, his couſin had not bene able to haue fetcht him thence, loꝛ beeing 
vith ar mes, none of all his kinſmendidexcell him, But the wiſe Na- 
bato knowing it concerned his ſonne Don Eleno, with his charmes 
md exo2ciſmes, clowded with miſts and fogges all thoſe ſhining buile:- 
dnzs, ſoaſtoniſhing the Donzel, that thinking to enter tye-Caſile, her: 
mit his way , and coke it towardes the Fauntaine of the thꝛee pypes, 
Vere being a dꝛie, vid hearing the waters running noyſe, he * :

But hee had ſcant toucht it, when ſuch hoꝛribible and hideous noyſe 
was heard, that Claramant was halfe afraide. The ende of that ad 
uenture cenſiſted on Claramants arriuing to the fount, to take downe 


the ſhield which his couſin hadhang on the piller, on condition of his 


pallage. 

Do all that mightie edelice vaniſhed away, made by the great Pa⸗ 
gitian Lirgandeo, às the ſecond part related, wherein hee had inchan⸗ 
ted this valiant Paince, when he toke him from the barbarous Scy 


thians that belonged to Bramarant, who ſtole him from his mother 
in the wods ol Grecia, as in the third boke of the firſt part is expꝛel⸗ 


ſed, Alone did the Greeke finde himſelle in a bꝛoad field, and Paliſan- 
dro by him with the hoꝛſes. Do lwking foꝛ theDonzel, he ſpied him 
in great haſte entring into a thicke wod ol trees, that lod in the val- 
ley. Be roſe and went thither, at ſuch time as Claramant onely with 
his ſhield, had th2ult himſelfe within, whole ſight he quickly loſt, Ac- 
company him hee woulo, but it was in vaine, foz a ſtrong contrarie 
winde blew him out, where he was e eee of that 
aduenture relerued tothe Donzel.

— — the with inhumane appetite lus 


ſted ä pre that was among her heards: and not knowing 


ho koule a deede, ſhee recommended it to Dedalus: 
wha with bis wit, being the Qacle of his age, contrined an artificial 
Cowe ol wand, wherin he put the Querne, ccueren with the hyde of 


her luſt, ingendꝛing the Mino taure whith the Ports faine: and yet 
Arſaniotn the fourth of his Pꝛoblemes, appꝛoues with wonderfull 
arguments, the peſſibilitie of the ad: and ſaith that at the time of the 
monſters birth, returnedthe king, who would net,althogh the Quen 
died ol che labour kil the beaſt, but rather tommanded him to be kept in 
a plate moſt difficult to came fwzth, reſeruing him there, ſoꝛ what her 
turther intended. Foꝛ making craell warre vpon the Athenians, in res 
nenge of his ſonne Androgeus death. whom they flew, hee compelled 
them in latiaction thereof earelyto ſend him ſeuen men, and as ma⸗ 
ny maides, to be devoured by the Minotaure, Whoſe fozme was bath 
ol man and Bull, and of p2opoationable bigneſſe. Foz ſome few yecares 
laſted this cruell cuſtome, vntill Theſeus comming, whoſe ſtrength 
was nothing inlerioꝛ to Hercules, i in ſo much, that ſome will haue him 
to be he. 


after they had conquered, he married their Queenes liſter. He ſlew the 
Tyꝛant of Thebes, that would not burie his dead kinſmen. And in the 
Marathonian ſields hee ſlewe the wilde Bull that wafted all Attica. 
This was hee that rauiſht Helena the firſt time, whoſe tender age 
might then well acquit her ol the erroz, Yee deſcended into hell with 
Perithons, to ſteale Proſerpyne, where he loſt his friend. This by 
lot was ſent to Creere as imb bits the Minotaure, Butthe beauteous 
Ariadne affecting the youth, gaue him a clue of thꝛead, which ſhould 
(after he had laine the beaſt) lead him out.

leaſl it equalled that in Egypt, and far excelling king Porſenas which 
he baitded in Italie fo2 his lepulchꝛe: which was ſo fearcfnll , that hee 
commaunded befoze he dyed, he ſhould not being dead, be there left 
without companp, and ſo euery yeare,many being put therein, were in 
fo2ced finding no wap out, to alldciate him in his death. In this inextri⸗ 
cable wd, did Dedalus plate Theſeus, where the Greeke pouth had 
oll himſelfe, not knowing how, noꝛ which way he had got in there. 
It greeued him nof,fo2 his inuinctble heart incouraged him to greater 
matters. The fourth day ol his wandzing though the wwd, hee came 
Anta a faire walke ,whoſe Couert of greene Juie, reaching from trerto 
tree on epther- ſids, was ſo thicke, that neither ſun noꝛ farre could pe⸗ 
netrate it at no time, and therefoze it was naturally moſt colve;beſives; 
that Dedalus with his ſkill had made it moꝛe, when there he left the in⸗ 
gratefull. Thenian , with freezing tolde to extinguiſh the burning heate, 
where with he loued Phedra,fozſaking her ſiſter that had giuen him no 
leſſe then his life; helping him to the bottome ofthe thaard, by whichhe 
iſſued out ofthe Lavozinth. Do he indured exceeding toꝛments, min⸗ 
ding on nothing, ſaue that none ſhuld paſſe that way, fraring that ſome

Me flwziſhed it aboue his head ſo mightilp, 
that had not the Grerke fallen on his, he had bene cleane parted in two, 
He ſaw himlelfe within deathes clawes, fo2 the very wind the weapon 
veelded in his paſſage, was inough to ſtritze downe an other leſle vali⸗ 
anter then he. He would not then ketch at his ſwoꝛd, becauſe the other

left neither maſt noꝛ ſayle vnconſumed. Oh cruell Soldan of Nyquea, 
that doell delight to ſe the thing that would haue moued Nero to ſome 


Straunge Waies ſoꝛ deathes were there ſcene, fo2 ſome aving the 
fire, periſhed in the waters: noꝛ is there a friend, that will helpe the o⸗ 
ther. "he father in ſuch hurlebourly knowes not his deare ſonne, noz 
he remembers his ſire to pay him the debt he owes him, fo2 life and 
nurture. Only cuery one pꝛocures to line, and when he cannot ſcape, 
to die, not to depart vnreuenged. This ſatiſfaction was the ſole 
2 them, that with cruell wounds flung at their enemies, and 
tumbling on their owne guttes, embꝛaced a willing death, togither 

with their aduerſaries. Some haging by their ſtrong hands ouerbwzd, 
lawe the cruell axe deſcend, and cut them from his holde, and he reioy⸗ 
ted with ſuch a death, rather then to be hewen in peeces by an Inſidel. 
Others embzaced like god friends, ſought their endes in the loweff 
derpes, glad to kill, being killed. The pꝛoper life is heere had but m ey 
quall eſtimation with his aduerſaries death. Others that to themlelues 
complained towards the heauens, againft Foztune and their happes, 
— their friends come ſtumbling without armes and legges vppon 

Such was the conluſton among them, khat no oꝛder conld be obſers 

ued, although therin — got ſome aduantage, becauſe their vel⸗ 
ſels were lighter and better pꝛouided. The gallant Spaniſh Capfaine

tia, againlt the Pagan: but what — it, when fo2 one they kil, 
there came twentie in his place, and ſo on either ſide the battell was at 
one ſtap:whoſe flercencs may be foꝛgot, remembꝛing what on the right 


wing was done, where the fierce Alphebo which Claridiana coms 
manded, fo2 no deviſe can there be diſtinguiſhed, being all died in one 
ſanguine hiew. There all other meanes they did fozget of fight, ſane 
with their armes, that being come to handie blowes, who would not, 
but with moze then admiration admire, ſceing them boz2d the Shippe, 
wherein the two Soldans of Egy pt and Nyquea were, walled about 
with ſo many furious Gyants, Dnhis night hand went his Empꝛeſſe 
Claridiana, like lightning among them. But the gallant Teftcreo, 
erpꝛelling there who hee was, ſhewed by gerd experiente the high va⸗ 
lo2 of his perſon, J beſeech your Maieſtie to follow me, ſoꝛ in deſpight 
ol our foes, J will enter this ſhip (ſaid he.) Do ſo, fo2 we will all back 
you (replied the two Louers) that ns leſſe wilht it then he. Do the 
Ladie deſirous fo be firſt, couragiouſiꝑ leapt into the aduerſe vellcl, and 
maugre all the Gpants that defended it, ſhe ruſht in among them: but 
if had like to haue colt her life, foz the Gyants iudging her to be eſt 
mation, two of thei gaue Her two ſuch blewes at once, that careleſſe 
iy firoke her at thcirfeete. 


Outright had they dane hgr,0zatleat takenher pꝛiſoner, er, th 
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le huſband with his vtmoſt ſperd had not followed her cloſe, al⸗ 
— falling downe, with ſuch ſtrength he leapt among them. Manp 
blowes he ſuffered, making no reckning ol them, becauſe he onely ay- 
med at them that ſtroke his Empzefle , It is no new matter what he 
now doth, diuiding the two Gyants at two blowes in foure parts, that 
had offended him, offending his Ladie. 

He durſt not go from her till che recouered her ſelle, becomming 
fiercer then a mountaine l poneſſe. Many liues dearely bought her 
wzath, Bꝛaue ly were they backt by Teffereo, and the two Span⸗ 
iards following them, togither with molt or the Imperiall guard, and 


the foure Gyants, all which kept ſtill togither in a round, backe fo / 


backe. 


There was ſo many in the Soldans ſhippe to kerpe them at wozke, 


that they had no time to loke about: fo2 the Barkes and Galleyes of 


lupplie, which Bembo as a ſkilfull Generall had appoynted foz their 
purpoſe, ſerued to no other end but to fetch away wounded men, lea⸗ 


uing freſh ſouldiers foz them, and ofthe belt. Heere were one of the 


fierceſt conflicts that happened all that day: ſoꝛ the Tribizonians imi- 


fating the valour of their Painces , would not haue them loſe 
what they had wonne; 
And therefoze although thouſands periſhed, they b2anely hindered 
their aduerſaries from ſuccour, which was no helpe foz the Lozds 
within, In her inchaunted Barke, had the bꝛaue Dncene of 
Lyra ranged abaut all the battell, to finde out her friend Roſa- 
monde, whom thee greatly affeced : but not meting with her, 
. foztune, 02 theirs that were mthe ſhippe, conducted her thy 
er, 

Seeing that cruell fight, and thinking them fo bee the Em⸗ 
perour Trebatios his Donnes, ſhee bꝛauely leapt into the C/ 
gyptian Barke, crying : Grecia and Lyra, 
by the voyce , among whom were the Emperours that were ops 
poſed againſt a number of Gpants.

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the firſt Gyant ſhe met ſo bꝛauely on the helme, that cleauing it, thee 
alſo cleft his head downe to the necke. With ſuch helpe (ſoueraignt 
 Nuceneſaid Alpheo) our vidozie will not bee ſo. great, if this 
on it ſelfe yeeld, although the greateſt perſonages of all the flerte 
be in it. i 
It was no time to beeſpent in anſwering courteſies, 
be many and ſtrong, and die willingly in defence of ft 
by this was at the laſt to be conquered: fo2 with the . 
the Trebezonians diligence, the two Soldans were conſtrained, ras 
ther then to fail in the hands ol ſuch fierce warriours, to leape intog 
Pinnace, in whoſe ſucco2s many others came, among which, was the 
Galeon wherein he came from Ny quea, into which they went, ar 
uing foꝛ the lole of the other, which was one of the beſt in all the Flect, 
Whereofncuer a man ſuruide, but every one periſhed by the ſwoꝛd, 
and they that fled that death, leaping into the ſea, Wallowed it in wa⸗ 
ter al eternall ſleepe. 
This victoꝛie was not ſo clearely wonne, but they lolt tenne gallies 
of Trebizound, which the Pagans luncke, who alſo kept them com⸗ 
pany with ſome of theirs. Leauing the conquered veſſel well manned, 
ad — on the toppe thereof the armes of Greece, vidozioufly 
1 ied into their owne, and with all fpeed the Emperour com⸗ 
— the Pilot to hale towards the Tower, where there was moſt 
to do, fo2 thetwo bꝛaue Competitozs being there, would ſuffer none 
to come thither without loſſe of life. 
We haue no reaſon thus long to ſoꝛcet the mightie Bembo, l 
general ofthe Pagan armie, who eſpying the Grerke Aumirall, ſup» 
poſing that moſt of her Pꝛintes were in her, made with his againlf 
it. The noyſe of the vehement ſhocke was ſuch, that it ſemed no 
leſſe then the incounter of two huge rockes. The Greekes got the belt, 
by reaſon ſhe boꝛe her beake higher, where with ſhe bꝛuſed all that ſive, - |

impollible, but as in the other, there were ſuch knights, his deeds did 
nothing amaze them, neither Don Celindos, no2 his baaue ſiſters, 
who were confronted with the haughtie Emperour Trebatio, his 
forme Roſider with the bewteous Roſamonde, that with victozious” 
courage did behaue her ſelfe, giuing no ſtroke but it felde an enemie 
into the derpe, that ſeeing they muſt die, had rather doit by her hands, 
devoured o2 confined ,. either in the water, oꝛ with fire, She eager- 
ly purſued Don Celindo , and followed him moze then ſhe ſhould: 
* the Achayan ſceing her ſo neare him, diſcharged a flouriſh on the 
beſt helme in both Nanies.Jt made the blod guth thꝛough her mouth, 
and bende her head as lowe as her faire bzeafſt, She conceiued ſuch. 
moꝛtall hate againſt him foz this blowe, that firft the generall Grerke 
warres ended, befoze it was extinguiſhed,  - 
Neuerthelellc he ſcaped not vnpaide, ſoꝛ fruſtingto her Armes, 
although Floraliza gaue her a ſierce thzuſt,) ſhe loſt not her intended 
labe, which the executed on the Pagans shield: which is no defence 
againlt it, loꝛ the blade is the beſt on all the earth: and therefo2e cleane 
intwo it parted his ſhield, in whoſe making, Lupercio had ſhowne: 
fachſkil, It daunted the Sarazen Paince, foz her had neuer ſeene his 
Armoz cut. Pet there ſcaied not the furious ſwoꝛd, fo; lighting vpon 
one ſide of his Helme, cutting, it deſcended downe to the ſhoulder, 
RR making him ſkagger backe. And then ſhe would 
haue leapt into her avuerſaries ſhippe, had not then come againlt her, 
the Gpants ol his guard, that made her violently retire. Idle were 
not —_ and Sonne, behauing themſelues there like Sampſon, 
1 k 
Andon the other five, the two friends, Vendor of Cerdenia,. 
and the ſtrong Brandafidel , with his flying vnaccuſtomed weapon, 
who ſometimes, with it, at one blow felve thꝛer or thoſe deloꝛmed Gy-- 
anf, On the other ſide, was this ſhip likewiſe boꝛded, by the valiant 
. of Aſſiria, fo flercely, chat han not the awd Theban Duke 
bene neare to her, cher had bene entered: but his comming, with the 
Duke ol Medynas, intercepted their aduerſaries from their purpofe. 
aſhamed was Bembo to be ſo repulled, not knowing his aduerſary. 
dome paive dearly fo2 his anger, loz returning to his place, he met 
vith Oliuias boron ſomething carelefſe of him, being careſpur buſied 
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his terrible Mace: foz with it, he ſtroke aſive the two bꝛothers, that 


backe verlding from the ſwoꝛd, a manifeft token that hee feared tho 


troke, fo2 if made her furne amazedly about. 


- auncienter then that of his \wozd , it could not cut it, but it ſous 
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"With a downright blowe he ſtroke him. The Pagans armes were 


not of ſuch weakneſſe ,as that his blowes ſhonld be receiued without 
warde, fo? it fozcedhim to ſet his handes on the hatches of his ſhippeg, 


and befo2e he roſe oꝛ were ſuccoured, the Achayan ſetonded another, 


nothing inferioz to the foꝛmer. There is no Hyrcanian CTyger that 
may be compared vnto the great Emperour, ſeeing his ſonne fo vleß. 
He claſped his (wozd ſtrongly twirt his hands, laving the waight ther, 
of vpon his helme. Neuer til then, did the Sarazen feele ſuch a blowe, 
fo his ſ woꝛd flue out of his handes , and he ſet both knees on the hat 
ches. at his riſing, a pellet of Brandifidels weapon, did hit him on the 
bꝛeaſt, and depꝛiuing him ofbzeath , made him recoyle backe. Well 
did the two bꝛothers knowe him, but they could not deny their dutie 


vnto their Generall: and therefoze togither they requited the Gyant Ml. 


with ſuch blowes, that tumbling backwards, he had like to haue fa; Ml 
len: and had they bene able to reach his head, they had elde him 111 
fewe armes were like to thars, 

With ſuch eager fury did Roſamond cke Bembo that ſher did 
not reſped the others ſtrokes, whom Brandafidell wel befriended with 


bꝛauely defended their partie: ſo that the w2athfull Ladie paſt along, 
and with both hands gaue the Sarazen Louer amightie blowe, All 
the toppe ol his helme with a great pece thereof, ſhe ſtroke away, and 
wounding him a little, the made him tremble like an Aſpen leafe, Cre 
the Pagan could turne himlelfe, putting fozth her arme, ſhe gaue hima 
daungerous thꝛuſt on the bzeaff. His Armoz and pꝛiuie coate it pearſt: 
and Lyrgandeo ſaith, his fleſh felt the blade. But howſoener hee gaue 


poynt. So well could not Bramidoro, and Brandafidels blowes defend 
her, but Floraliza founde oppoꝛtunitie to giue her one with Camillas 
ſwoꝛd about her helme, with all her ſlrength. She greatly felt this 


With another full as great, ſeconded Celindo, with Queene Tu- 
Ilias cutting blade: it fell on her ſhield, whoſe mchauntment being far 


it fo violently againſt her head, that lhe was verie much aſtoni 


bed. 
 Fozwardſtept Bramidoro King of Cerdena, lo pay * wi. 
| amon 
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ſamond did owe ( foʒ the furious Bembo not ſeeing him, and merting 

with a Gpant in his place) with both handes he gaue him ſo terrible a 

blowe , that he conſtrained him to let both knees on the ground. So 

buſted were father and ſonne againſt the Achayan, and another, that : 
he had time to beſtowe another at his helme, was with ſuch migh- 

tineſſe, and diſcharged (as he could not moze deſire) that he felve hun 

all along vppon the hatches , to the aſtoniſhment of euery one that 
(awe the Battle, to enioy whole ſight , many left their fights, fo2 of 
foure to foure, a flercer Combat could not lightly be wiſhed, - Readie 
to burſt with rage was Roſicler now, ſeeing the Achayan was onely 
he that diſturbed the entrance ol that veſſell, Ye cloſed with him, and 
with both hands they either diſcharged vppon the other, ſuch puiſſant 
blowes, whole eccho was heard ouer all ths fleete, the which,both Nas 
mes hozroz could not d2owne, 

With much courteſie they receiued one another, bowing their 
heades verie lowe. Do inraged was the Pagan ſecing his ſhielde in 
pecces, and his head wounded, that it made him ſecond an other belozs 
Rolicler was readie. It was like one of thoſe he vſed to execute, mas 
king him touch the hatches with hands and knees, Ye could not adde 
any moze, but raiſing his ſwoꝛd, with it he reached Brand afidell (ſur⸗ 

p2zing him vnawares) vppon his armes: It was a miracle he did not 
tut them off, pet it infozced him to let go his Mace, dzagging it along, 
not able to wylde his armes thꝛough paine. 

This did Trebatio well note, ending then the diſpatching of a Gy⸗ 
t to hell, At one ſteppe he confronted Bembo, whom befoze he could 
lettle himſelfe , the Greeke gaue ſo ſtrong ablowe, that maugre his 
might, he ſtroke him away from him: and ſaide to his friendes, that 
their purſuing particular Combats , made themloſe the generall bats 
tell, their enemies ſo much cxccedingthemi in numbers. 

It was as the Emperour ſaid,fo2inded they had the woꝛſt, hauing 
eucrie vefſell of their owne allaulted by thzee and foure of their aduer⸗ 
hries, and pet the conrage and vallour of the Chꝛiſtians was ſuch, 
that it ſupplied the want of men. All had not bene ſufficient, had not at 
this time, — fine houres befoze the ſetting of the Sunne, Eaſtward 
peared at one inſtant, two pꝛoude Flectes , that with a freche gale 
he towardes the Battle, not . any whit to b

Aud tt the coaſt of Niquea, was alli deſcried a number ofbarks with 
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ſouldiers. Both Nauics ſeared, not knowing to which they would in

uancing aloft the Greeke armes, hee paſſed thꝛough his enemies with 
winde-blowne ſayles , and oares, inmoſthozrible manner : crying 
Grecia, and his countrey. He kept ſuch godozver, that ere he loltit, 
he made mozcall deſtruction on his enemies, foz his ſmaller barkes en / 
tring, where greater could dot, did nought but caſt wilde dre melted W 
pitch and ſcalding Leads, which was pzeſent drath tothoſe that onely 

defended themſelucs with the ſwoꝛd. Armed like Parchians,were Ab- 
ſtruſios followers with bowes and arrowes, wherewith befoze they 
fell to handy blowes, they bereft a number numberlelle, ol liues. 
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þzauerie they betwke themſelues to their weapons, They were 
pert and exerciſed in warre, becauſe they liued in it continuallpagarÞ © 

they2 neigbouring Jlanders, Wherefoze the Dea newe to 
floate with dead trunckes ol men, with ſuch hozrible 4 of the 
wounded, becauſe they could not befoze death reuenge — 
that thers 1s n9 heart (0 tony andremozcelele, une. 


mwued to pittie. 
Sylla that withed fo ſer ri ofpmple goare , had here bene ſa 
fified with ſightofſeas of blood. The mightie general Abſtruſſo did 


let zimlelle vpon the hatches ol his galeon doing what Mars durſt not 
imagine: on either hand, Ly! bert nid accompanꝝ him, with his lonne 
Floriſart, deſiring to make their affection to the Greeke. The 
Oyants that were appointed to guardethe fayze Serynda, were cy3ed 
like tall high maſtes, clad all in ſterle, with Aron Spaces in their hands, 
A better defended veſſcll was not in allthat-Fleete : fo2 not dꝛeading a⸗ 
ny thuig, it wentfozwards ſinking all it met. The furious Bembohas 
uing, ſcene the mercileſſe deftruction of his men and Galltes , had 
conmaunded his ta be vngrapled from the Greeke Emperozs, to ſend 
luccour where it molt needed: Me was ſtraight eſpied by Abſtruſio, 
that paeſently ſent thoſe that followed him to bend her, ieauing way foz 
his encounter, The beake of whoſe:Galleon was all ol Iron, faſtened 
euen downe to her keele, which made him pꝛeſume on moze then wag 
lawfull on the ſeas. Do ſteing how well his Gallies had aſſailed his 
aduerſaries;not amittinghisintent,AbRcuſio entered with his, runs 
ning withſuchfozce againſt the ſide ol his adnerſaries, that he ſplit her 
cleane in two and had almoſt endangered himſelle: foz truſting to his 
- firength,he would haue leaped into her when chee began to ſinke, and 
they within her, cryed tut fo2 boates to ſaue themſelues. Oh Bembo 
here diddeſt thou ſhew thy ſelfe to be whom thou art: fo2 leaping into 
a mall Barge, he oppoſed himſelfe againſt Avſtruſio, as iĩ he were in 
8 good a Galleon as his. The Pagan laughed at his folly,andnoting

Jnthis inchaunted Boate, he flung to the Arches ofthe Tower, but he

Mann gazed vn their fight, indginghim and his companions of the 
Lyons, the flower of both armies.

Foz 
the Alyaan and Don Argantr were tome thither, to both whom her 
made knowne che valoꝛ ol bis — 0 Poze abaſhed then may be er⸗ 
pꝛeſſed.Claraman tretired a li backe (ſeeing what had happened him 
with Bembo) to fetch about dis are, which he did with ſuch lurie, that 
it cauſed thil colde leare in the hearts ofthe furtheſt remoued, but not

And ſo bꝛauely paſſed foꝛth vnto the third Arche,defended by the flow- 
er of Chiualrie.

Do well was he backed by his Coſen,that his 
p2ayſes with his Unckles merits, were ſung in an equal key. Foz there 
was no knight ſo hardie that durſt but imagine to interrupt their pal⸗ 
lage, ſering their maintenãce. Mithin reach one of an other, appꝛoached 
the two warriers. Eyther by the (ole viewe eſteemed his aduerſarx. 
Bꝛandiſhing his heauie blade, the Gran Campeons Nephew, pꝛepa⸗ 
red himſelfe loꝛ his defence, with ſach alpen, that J know not he, would 
not feare him. 

New manner of fight would Claramant haue deuiſed againſt 
him, tonſidering his wel knit ſinewes, and ſtrong conipoſed members. 
Ohere he repented that little pauſe, iudging it cowardiſe fo make that 
(nallſfay, Uith his axe on his ſhoulder and his left fete fozward,he 
went againſt his enemie, that with his \wozdmn both hands expected 
him in the ſame manner, A moze fearefull ſpectacle was neuer ſcene: fog 
moſt of the ſpectatoꝛs dꝛeading their ſight cloſed their eyes. Do Clara- 
mant made as if he would execute his blowe , but in the middeſt of his 
courſe he ftayed his weapon, to take him vnawares, as he fetchedit a⸗ 
bout againe. Careleſſe was not the Scythian,bat rather none like him, 
did with moꝛe warineſſe lay holde of aduantage in the pꝛoceſſe ot᷑ his 
battels, And ſo perceiuing his aduerſaries intent, he cloſed with him ſo 
quickly, that when he would haue firoke hun, the Pagan had executed 
T here is no knight how valiant ſoeuer , thathauing receiued 
ſuch a one, durſt haue expeded an other: foz this loꝛced the Pzince backs 
wards within his barke, and dꝛagged his axe after him. A thouland 
tunes would the Pagan haue leaped after him, which he leſt, becaule he 
would not foziake his Arch.

And ſa 
one with others beginning a fierce battell, the ſecond Mars Claramanr 
had time fo aſcend vp the ladder,not without much pame,foz vnſeene of 
him by whom he was ſtroke, he felt himſelfe moztally wounded. Unto 


the top of the Tower he arriued „ with moze courage then Hector as 
middeſt the Myrme dons, where he was oppoſed by two defozmed Gi⸗ 


ants with heauie aces. But as Fortune had vowed fo fauour him, 
like lightning he put himſelfe among them, with the beſt weapon the 


wozld contained. In middeſt of the Gallery he ſtre tched him at length, 


which being bꝛoade inough, oh who were able diſtinctly to dylate the 
wonders he perfo2med, lwaping about his axe ;foz the Gyants onely 
are there to fig! 


the condition of aLyon,aſſayling and retyzing, like an Eagle in ſwift⸗ 


nelle: but the moꝛe hee toyles, the moze doth it augment fo;co in his ads 


uerſaries, fo their inchanment lies in tumbling downe the wap Clara. 
mant aſconded. Long endured not this ſtrile: foz the ꝛince ſeeming to 


keare them, gaue a litle backe, wherat they eagerly followed him, which 


he well noting, ſet on him that came fozemoſt,and meeting him right as 
gainſt the ladd er, he turned about his axe, with ſuch fury,that with it he 
leld the Giant ouer, who was neuer moꝛe ſeene.

went. If all the frame of heauen and earth had fell , it could not haus 
cauled moze feare, then what ſurpzyſed the hearts ol cuerx one by the 
Gpants death, So wearie remained Claramant, that to eaſe himlſelfe, 
he raiſed his Beauer, to bꝛeathe a while, and ſo he loked out at a wins 
dow on the battle , reiopeing to ſe ſo many of his enemies vellels to 
burne with fire. Long iwd he not ſo,becauſe the wile Nabato in com⸗ 
pany of the Ladyes, iſſ ed out of an other fayze Gallery. The Creeks 
had not tillthen/fince his enchantment / ſcene any woman, which made

Such thicke ſmoaks of ſmothering fiery mylts., raiſed the diſcharged 
oꝛdinance in wel oꝛdꝛed pealesz that one veſlel could not diſcerne the 
other, Which paſt, the Gallies and Shippes beganne to ſhowe them 
ſ:lues , daring the windes with their pzoudeſkreamers , and all their 
toppes with dauncing Banners made of ſilke, whoſe meeting diſplay, 
ed in the aire, rauiſhed the beholding ſences with io y: which on the 
other ſide, was a coꝛſiue to the hearts of the afflicted pꝛiſoners, ſeeing 
theirs as trophies of the victozie, ſet vp among their aduerſaries.

exceeded eſtimation, and in that equipage marched foꝛward, till they 
fayed fo behold a Callle, ereded and dzawne on foure wheeles: with 

in they rung a larum bell, crying, Ny quea, Nyquea: : adiancing on the 
' higheſt ofthe ſame, thꝛer Enſignes,with the Ladies armes. 
Then in rich Armour iſſued out thereof, th2& well accompli

tut thꝛough the ſwelling wanes, And to lee whether they could diſcery 
any Hauen oꝛ Arbo2, not long after they deſcried one, the fay2eſt and 
ſafeſt that they euer ſawe, the which Claridiano onertoyed thereat, 
folde his vnckle it was the famous Pozt of Rotta, thzee myles from the 
renowned Cittie of Rome, whereat they deſired to land, becauſe they

Thepz will was quickly accompliſhed, foz the Barke with incre- 
dible Uellocitie came a ſhoꝛe in the ſame Hauen, where the Pzinces 
imagined they were ta abide : wherenpon landing and mounting on 
theyꝛ Hoꝛſes, they twke they2 beſt way to Rome, Which Claridiano 
partly knew, hauing befoze bene there. And croſſing a great wod, 
they came into afayze playne all dyaperd with Floras fragrant Tape, 
firy , ouer which an Jmperiqus Caſtle ſeemed to commaund : whole 
loftie heigth and topleſſe Pyzamedes : controwled the ſtarry Firma 
ment, ? 
In middeſt thereof, kad an Alabaſter Colver, fue wayes (us 


Pꝛinces. At euery edge ofthe ſquare, it had thee Wulwarkes of ſinelt 
Jaſper, ſo that the middle Tower was incompaſſed with fifteen Bul 

warkes, Round about, it was Moted, with a bzoad deepe Ditch, ouer 

Which, fel adzaw Badge, to paſſe it: at the fartheſt ende thereof, there 
cod a mightie big ChaiſfalPiller, on which hung by Chaines ol gold 
ſiue rich Yoznes, a litle beneath, a Table with Letters, that yeelded 
ſuch ſplendoz, as they almoſt depꝛiued the beholders ſight, Greatly did 
the Pzince wonder at the ſtraunge rich Cdefice , and ſo Claramant 


laid. 

Truly (moſt excellent Pꝛince)this ſeemes fo be a moſt gallant ad⸗ 
nenture , if we may iudge it by the ſtrong foztefied bianelle ofthe Ca 
ſtle, Tower, and Bulwarkes, whoſe like, mine eyes til now did ne⸗ 
uer pet behold: noꝛ is it poſſible they ſhould againe ſee ſuch another. 
And therefoze Jmuch deſire to readethe Letters ofthe Table, if you 
ſo thinke it good, to be certified therof, fo2 leaſt 3 be deceiued, this ſhould 

be ſome Inchauntment: and if it be, ot no ſmal eſteeme ſhould the per 
ſon inchaunted be ol. Anſwere would Claridiano, when thzough th 
aire they heard a hideous noyſe, by the riſing of a ſudden whirlewind 

with ſuch hozro2, that it ſeemed to leade a Legion ef diuels after it, lea 
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of the Myrrour of Knighthood. } 
oakes and elmes it met. This ſight confounded the Þzinces, who la- 
king to le the ende, they ſawe a blacke fogge riſe ouer the ditch, whole 
obſcure aſpect, depziued Tytan ot his bzight rapes: but a litle after, the 
UWelkin cleared, and Apollo being reftozed to his fozmer light, they 
diſcerned the 15zinde raiſed abone ten faddome high, hindering the paſs 
ſage ouer: and on this ſide, there was placed an other Piller, but of 
Bꝛaſſe, with an inſcription of Emerald Letters, that ſignified the ad⸗ 
venture, Not ſpeaking one to another, they went to the Piller, and ha⸗ 
uing learned all maner ol languages, they could reade this in the Ger⸗ 
mane tongue thus. 2 


Let none, (though Mars in Armes) be ſo daring as to pretend 
the libertie of Roſelia, vnleſſe they be ſiue Warriors, whoſe 
famous deeds haue through the world extended their eter- 
nall glorie: for till they ſhall be togither in this Forreſt, the 
paſſage ouer the Moate ſhall be graunted to none. 


Mhereupon Claridiano toke occaſion thus to ſpeake bnto his 
bnckle, J thinke (heroicke Pzince) it is in vaine foz vs to offer to 
pꝛoue the aduenture, ſ&ing the wozds ſay, there ſhould bee ſiue that 
mult do it togither. Oh how ſhould J reioyce,were we now actompa⸗ 
nied with the ſtrength ol Paganiſme, Brauorant, Bembo, and Brufal- 
doro, that we might vndertake this enterpaiſe : but ſeeing the wiſe men 
haue thus oꝛdered it, let vs if you pleaſe , go vnto the populous Cittie 
of Rome, where you ſhall ſe ſuch antiquities, that without admpꝛati⸗ 
on you cannot behold, . 1 LEE 
Be it as vou haue ſaid (mightie L oꝛd) replied Claramant, foꝛ A 
wil in all things obey you. As theſe kamous Pzinces of Greece were 
bout fo tread the next way to the Cittie , they heard a great noyſe to⸗ 
wards the ſea coat, asifmany knights were in battle togither, whoſe 
hoꝛroꝛ of vncontrowled blowes, was no lefſe then that of Vulcans 
Hinean woꝛke- houſe. Slow were not they that were bozne to fight, 
in pꝛicking their \wift-ſteeds thitherward : and hauing croſt the Foz- 
teſt hard by the ſhoze in a fayze plaine, they ſawe two ſturdie knights 
in Combat one againſt the other. a third ofnoleſſe gallantnelle mouns 
ted, and leaning on his ſpeare, beheld them.

mant thus ſaid. You ſhall not a little fauour vs Dir knight, to let vs 
' know the cauſe of ſo terrible fight, which in mine opinion, will not coſt 

leſſe, then eythers life, with ſuch furie they pꝛoſecute if, Do much haue 
pour kinde woꝛds bound me, (Sir knight anſwered hee) that J cannot 
in honour denie to ſaticſie all your demaund. Know therefo2e, that pon 
bigge knight in Ruſſet armoz,is called Brauorant, one of the ſlrongeſt 
that this day bꝛeathes: wha hauing taken part with the Souldan of 
Ny quea, in his laſt expedition againſt C recia, where he loſt moſt of his 
ſhips and men in the Nauall battell, as no doubt you haue heard: this 
knight left him of purpoſe, to ſayle vnto his kingdome, to aſſemble new 


powers againſt the Greekes on the Souldans behalfe, hauing [woꝛne 


vtterlp to diſtroy them. And J, Don Ce lindo by name,; defirous to 
ſee the high deedes ofthis moſt famous warrier, did offer my ſellfe to 
aſſociate him, which hee refuſed not. 0 fo mozrowe will bee 
eight dayes, wee departed from the Souldans Fleete, ina well rigged 


ſthippe. 


Long ſayled we not with pꝛoſpersus weather, but were by a 


cruell ſtoʒme caſt on this ſhoze: where finding this Knight , the vas 
lianteſt ( as his fame memozateth ) that euer the ſpacious wozlde 
hath known ,we knew him ſtraight to bee the Empereur Alphebo 
of Trebizond (fo2 treacherous Luperſi io had conducted him thithe 
to end his dcfire,) Whom Brauorant knowing to haue beene on the 
Grecians ſive, and remembꝛing the waight or his cruel blowes, did on 
the inſtant challenge him: and fo2 this flight occaſion , they ſo batter 
and mangle one an others Armoꝛ and flcth.

No longer ſtaped Claridiano , but vnderſtanding that knight to 
bee his father, dzew fo2th his ſwozde and ſtepped betwerne them, 
with theſe wozds  Withholde.bzaue Knights , fo2 ſo fierce a 
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of the Mirrour of Knighthood. 
Hobo milde the Paga was, being mildly, vſed;x how tractable is alrea⸗ 
die expꝛeſt: who now hearing his aduerſaries gentle woꝛds, did accoꝛ⸗ 
dingly make his anſwer to the Emperoꝛ. So greatiy haue your frendly 
woꝛds inchayned me to your obeyſance moſt mightie Loꝛd) that thogh 
this knight had not requeſted it, J would haue deſiſted from the com⸗ 
vat, eſpectally, it being my aduantage, confidering how Fame thzogh 
tuerie mouth blazoneth your wozth, and my vnwwozthineſſe; As Cla- 
— Loꝛd would haue aunſwered, Claramant intercepted him 
thus.

It ( moſt valiant knights) the greateſt part of your rigoꝛous battel, 
hath beene to manifeſt vnto the woꝛld the rareneſſe of your vnmatched 
ſtrength, wherewith the heauens hath armed you, then go with vs, 
where there is occaſion offered, whereon you may moze ſecurely im⸗ 


ploy your redoubted valozsin lawful attempts of bꝛaueſt armes, which 


may be vndertaken with moze ſafficient reaſons, then you began this 
your fender quarrell, Foz know, that at the end of this Fozreſt,in the 
middeſt of a faire plaine, we found a Foꝛtreſſe, which we iudge to bes 
the ſtrongeſt on the earth, and reading certaine letters inſculped in a 
Table, we perceiued it to be the inchauntment ol the Pꝛincelle Roſe- 
la, daughter to the Emperoꝛ of this land: and moꝛe, that none but fiue 
knights togither, whoſe fame the woꝛld ſhould repozt to be admirable, 
ſhould pꝛwue the aduenture. Wherefoze ſince you be they (accoꝛding 
lo the conditions required) it were vniuſt we ſhould neglect the liber⸗ 
te of ſo great aPzinceſſe, And although my companions merits and 
mine owne, be not in the leaſt degree, ſuch as the aduenture challens 
eth, it hal ſafiſfie vs to march vnder the ſhadow of ſuch wazthies, to 
wamozꝛe harder enterpꝛile. Whereto Alphebo replied. J am ton⸗ 
tent to offer my perſon to the p2ofe, although in me there bie nothing 
neriting your pꝛaiſe: but the contronerfte had with this knight, hath 
bn ynough to teach mee to imitate his valoz. J, i to haue ffoine ſome 
part thereof from him to incourage me fo this attempt. It ſhall not be 
oz me, (ſaid Don Celindo)foz in the company of ſach knights, the 
de ltbertie of ſo great a Ladie ſhould be remitted thꝛough my meanes, 
Hough my fame nothing deſernes your eſtimation. Then let vs no 
er delay the triall of ſo happie a p2wfe (ſaid Claridiano:) who pꝛe⸗ 
u (purred his ſwift Courier, leading the way vnto the bꝛaue in- 
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I be chird Booke of the third Part 
chauntment. Followed he was by the flower ol armes: that alto, 
gither in ſhoꝛt ſpace arrived at the deepe mote, where they admired 
the greatneſte and exquiſit wozkmanſhtp ol the Caſtle, whole like they 
accoꝛded the wozld contained not: eſpecially when Al phe bo ſaide, it 
excelled that ol Lindaraza, where he dilinchanted his father, as in the 
firſt of the firſt part ofthis great Hiſtozie. $20 ſoner were theſe valiant 
Warrioꝛs arrined, when the dꝛaw · bꝛidge (that pet ſtod on high) was 
let downe, which hauing paſt, they ſtept to the Piller whereon the 
hoꝛnes hung. The ingrauen ſcrowle of the Table they thus read,

 Jnperfozmance thereof, theſe mightie Pꝛinces were nothing ſlow, 
but euery one louingly imbꝛaced one another, they each ol them pꝛe⸗ 
ſented themſelues befoze either of the Caſtles, whoſe gates pꝛeſentiy 
flew open at the ſh2ill founding ofthe hoznes, the eccho whereof,was 
alſo heard within the Citie of Rome, Thzogh the dwze that befel vnto 
the inuincible Alphebo, iſſued a defozmed vgly big Gpant, mounted 
on a luſtie Courſer, with a ſtrong knottie lance in his hand, hauing a 
pike of well tempered ſteele, aboue two handfuls in length. 

Him Alphebo reteiued with the ſwifteſt running ol his hoꝛſe, the like 
did the Gpant, with ſuch furie as the earth could ſcarce beare them, 
They met lo ſtrongly, that the gyants big lance fle w in peeces, again 
the inpenetrable ſhicld ofthe knight or the Sunne, whoſe ſhiuers hil⸗ 
ling thꝛough the apꝛe, mounted higher then the pꝛoude toppe ol he in 
The Gyants mightie ſpeare was not ol ſtrength to pearce Alphc- 
bos thield, the which was reſiffev by the magicke ſpelles where wih 
Luyrgandeo had foꝛged it: yet was hee caſt backwards ouer his ſaddis 
bowe, loſing the raines out of his hand. J know not to what 4 all 
compare the Emperour of Trebezounds incounter; fo2 hitting the 9Y? 
ant in middeſt of his ſhield, he pearted it, togither with the plates of 
Keele, and pꝛiuie coate, whole inchaunted power vnable to defend the 


launce

lance guided by fo bꝛaue an arme, he ran it thzongh his left ſide, moz- 
tally wonnding him directly on his heart, againſt which the firong * 
ſpeare bending, he bꝛoke it, and leauing a peete in the wound, the reſt 
leb into the middle region ofthe ayꝛe. So paſſing fozward, they met 
with ſuch a ſhocke, that it deſerues eternall memozie ; loꝛ as the two 
warrioꝛs, incountred ſhield againſt ſhield, and bodie with bodie, the 
haughtie knight ol the Sunn e, firſt ranne againſt the Gyant vpon the 
ſpeares trunchion, which hee ſo vehemently thzuſt thꝛough his bodie, 
that it cleft into his miſerable heart: yet he ſcapt not ſo free, but felt him⸗ 
ſelfe ſo bꝛuſed on his Corneryno, that the poꝛe hoꝛſe was dꝛiuen to 
ſtrike his buttockes on the ground, along whoſe backe his Maiſter fel, 
in ſuch amazement, that he knew not whether he was in heauen oz on 
kaͤrth. 

But recouering himſelf, and indging it colardiſe,he ſet ſpurres vn⸗ 
fo his hoꝛſe, which made him fetch light carreirs vppon the ground. 
And looking after his aduerſarie, he ſawe him lie vpon the earth, voy- 
ding his blood as thzongh a riuer: by him lay his hoꝛſe with his ſhoul⸗ 
der bꝛoken, and both at one inſtant accompanied each other in death. 
A little reioyced not the courteous Emperoꝛ at his ſperdie god ſucceſſe, 
and after his due thankes to God foꝛ his victozie, would not p2occede 
bntill the end of Brouorants battell, whom hes tudged one of the beſt 
knights ofthe woꝛld, wherein hee nothing deceined himſelfe, - Who 
paving ſounded the rich hone, whereat the Gates burſt open,whence 
ame foꝛth a well pzopozttoved Gyant, both bꝛauely mounted and 
ny in defenſtue armes, with a huge mace of ſeldſeene greatnefſe in 

is hands, 

Againſt him made Bramarants bonne, bꝛandiſhing his launce as 
boue his head: ſo did the Gyant with hismace: but in the meeting, 

Campeons Nephew miſt his incounter, running his ſpeare thꝛough 
the head of his aduerſaries hoꝛſe, who as Brauarant paſt by him, dif 
charging his mace with ſuch ſtrength in the middeſt — his ſhield, the 
which ( though inchanted ) it battered and deſcended to his helm: —— 
it fellſo heauily, that maugre his courage, it made bum bend his head 
below his bzcſt,and vopde much blood. 

There is no Lyon crueller, noꝛ chaled Bull moꝛe furious then is now 
the inuincible Scythian: foꝛ hauing wel recouered his ſeat, 4 dzawing 
kwzth his flycing blave, with moze flerceneſſe then a thunderbolte, hee 
lwked fo bis enemie,whs he law on feet, with his mace aloft, Againſt

\ 
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him hee went, buf firſt bzaucly leapt from his hozſe, and griping his 
ſwoꝛd ſtrongly twirt his hands, he neglected to watch his aduantage, 
but let ſlie at the Gyant: ſo did he, and at once executed two blowes 
Woꝛthie (ach warrioꝛs. 2 
Uenturous was the Gpants blowe, foz lighting on His enemieg 
helme, although it could not bzeake the inchantment, it fozced him to 
tumble headlong on the paued floze, where hee thought he ſawe the 
twinckling ol moꝛe ſtarres then is in the firmament. The Gyant 
had no time to vaunt of his victoztous blow, fo2 with another nothing 
inferio2 , his ſhield was cut in two, thꝛough which the ſwoz 
deſcended to his helme, cutting away all the one ſide thereof, with all 
the top, the which had it fell right, his head had beene cleft in the mid⸗ 
delt : pet fell he to the ground on his hands, amazed with the ſtroke, 
The haughtie Emperoꝛ not a litle admired the ſtrength ofthe combat 
tants, much eſterming the Gpant, conſidering Brauorants diſgrace! 
whom he animated, (though needlefſe) with theſe woꝛds. Courage 
bꝛaue warrioꝛ, fo2 there is much to do: but making the wozld knowe 
the vtmolt of pour ſingular valoz, with it we ſhall eaſilp liberate the 
Pꝛinceſſe Roſelia, Though almoſt choked with cholloz, and blaſphe- 
ming againſt himſelfe, (fozno God he confeſt) hee turned his head at 
- thoſe woꝛds, and ſeeing the Knight ofthe Dunne not fighting, brcanſe 
he had alreadie killed the gyant,there is no tongue able to explicate the 
furic that entred the fierce Pagans bꝛeaſt, ſuppoſing that knight excels 
led him, when he would not acknowledge Mars any ſapertozitic. And 
accounting it baſe fearfulneſſe to let a fingle combat indure to the third 
blowe, foming thzough the mouth, he raiſed his \wozd and went as 
gainſt the Gyant, that was alreadie vp: who well noted with what 
furie he came, and truſting to his Mace, croſt it ouerhead, whereon 
fell the ſtrongeſt blow beſtowed in his time. Foz being poſſeſt with the 
vlmoſt ol extreameſt rage, æ Brauorants ſon deſirous to make known

Al this while was not the Peroicke Claridiano pdle, fozinthe o- * 


pening ol the Poꝛtall, at the ſhzilnefſe ol the hozne,there iſſued fw2th a 
mightie Centaure, with a big dart in his right hand, and in the other a 
chaine, by which he ledde a cruell Lyon. This ſight daunted not the 
ſecond Mars, but ſwifter then a Noe he pꝛickt againſt the Centaure, 
that expected him, bzandiſhing his fteely dart, the which, ere the pꝛince 
came neare him, hee flung at him with all the ſtrength of his arme, it 
ranne thꝛough the ſhield, and wounded him a little on the bzeaſt,pears 
ting his armoz, whoſe inchauntment could not withſtand the ſharpe⸗ 
neſſe ofthe ſpears. 502 | 
The Pzince hit the Centaure inthe middeſſ of his bzeaft with ſuch 
puillance, that had not his plates of fine tempered ſtcele, (wherewith he 
was armed) defended hun, he had biene then ſlaine, yet he ſo thꝛuſt him 
backe, that ſtaggering vp and downe, hee fell on the ground, at ſuch 
time as his hozſe paſt on, which tumbling on p Centaure fel ſhꝛewd⸗ 
leon the earth, whereit had coſt Claridiano no leſſe then the pꝛice of 
his life, had he not vſed his dexteritie, where with hee leapt at one ſide 
from off his back beldꝛe hee fell, the which ſcarcely touched the ground, 
when the . Lyon with his pawes ſeyzed on him, and rent him a- 
under peece by peece, which much auailed fo2 the 

whileſt the Lyon denoured the hozſe, he diſcharged at his pleaſure the 
waightofhis armes vpon his head, of the which, as much as the mur⸗ 
thering lwoꝛd did take, was cut away: yet the bluwe was not ſufficient 
to kil him outright, but rather rozingamaine, it fozced him le aue his 
pꝛaꝑ to lie at Claridiano,clofing with him ſo ſpeꝛdilp, that he could not 
chunne him, but with his ſharpe clawes helde him ſo hard, that hee

NVoaring like a Bull, the Infernal Ponffer towzed his [wow a 
loft, which when he would deſcend; he was ſtaied in the midſt of his 
courſe, by the remozcelelle (kroke ol death: whereat he lel downe, at the 
time that Claridiano thanked his God foz the victozie, Andimagining 
his companions were afoze him, he paſt on , the gate. No lee 
fierce was Claramants renowned battle, f rt, end of the hoznes 


chꝛil ſound, there appeared a wel diſpoſed richly armed and 
mounted, bearing a Launce in his hand, and a big Cemitoz at his ſad 
dle bow. Our new Mars nothing feared — ſpurred his hoꝛſe a⸗ 
gainſt him, and meeting in middle of their courſe, their chiuered laun, 
ces flew into the apꝛe, giuing place vnto the furious ſhocke of their bo⸗ 
dies. Trebatios ſonne was ſaine to get about his hoꝛſe neck, fo; feare 
of falling, hauing almoſt iolt his bzidle: but recouering his leat, he ſpy: 
ed his aduerſarie lie vn the ground, groueling vnder his hozle, ſtrining 
to get kram it. 

Courteous was Claramant, andſo alighted to hebpe his encmie, 
which kindneſſe he han like to haue dearly- beught, fo2 though the 
gate that the knight iſſued fwzth, lie w out a hideous terrible Griffon, 
Who ſuddainly ſurpziſing the Pzince, claſptd his bodie about,and with 
His tharpe tallents cruſhed his armoz within his lleſh, and vehement 
iy fluttring his wings aloft,raiſed him a litle, purpoſing to haue mour 
ted oy high, and then to let hum fall, and beate him in peeces againſt

It happened not as the bealt intended! foz the Pzince noting how 
oY phe had bene alfayled, and ferling his fleſh bzuſed in me 
Ape minis armoz with his owne blod bedewed, ftretcht auh 
his armes on high, moze inraged then an angred Tyger, and getting e 
old by his wings,plyckt hum downe, making 70 loſe his pretend 
en 5 ; an 
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of the Mirrour of Knighthood, 

And thehaughtie Gricke being ol great fozce, turned vppon him, 
where refuſing to vle any ol his weapons, being extreame wzathfull, 
hee ſeized on either wing, which with the vtmoſt or his ſtrength, hee 
pluckt away by the rwtes, leauing the truncke without motion, 'voy- 
ding inuenombde goze from the wounds. Yee perfozmed not this ſo

But he ſcaping 
tt, would turne his edge bpon him, but with the backe of his {wozd he 
froze him on the helme, that it made him ſtagger a god way rom 
thence, and then ſwifter then an Eagle, receiuing the Grants blow on 
his blade it cut his Mate ol Iron cleane in two. Mhich when Florali.

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But what auailes it, all being fo? they? wont: foꝛ the Pꝛince hs 
with rage) toke his Dagger in his one hand, and not knowing what 
he did, aimed it at the Bazeliſke that came flping at him. Straigh⸗ 
ter then the Monſter ſhot his Darte, he flung it, and hitting him in 
the bꝛeaſt, it ſtaied not fil if cleft his heart in two, and flying out at 
his backe, fel with the beaft at once, that with a hiddeous ſhake ſtird 
no moꝛe. | 

This death greatly diſpleaſed the Ponſter, who bellowing, and 
ſpitting ſulphure flames, leapt tothe Pꝛince that (ct his \wozds point 
againſt him, the which he toke betweene his tuſhes, and riſing on 
fote, would haue pluckt by the Pꝛinces ſ kirf, but that he ſaued it with 
his ſhteld, though which, as il it had bene of lome compoſed clay , he 
thzuſt his clawes into it. 

The haughtie warriour did let it go, and raiſing hisright hand, 
(letting his ſwozd hang by the Chain, the which he had alreadie dꝛawn 
from the Ponſters mouth) he would nerdes make the Magitian wits 
neſſe his vnequalled ſtrength, foz cloſing his armed fiſt , he gaue the 
defoꝛmed Monſter ſach a buffet, as he ſtrewed all his face with his 
obne bꝛaines, making his eyes flie from the head, and he himlcife 
bellowing; fall dead at his feete : to the Pꝛinces exceeding toy , though 
not to the Magitians, that woulde not any longer ſtaie in the Wins 
dowe, Mhereat the victozious youth without farther delate , fea⸗ 
ring to be ontgoneby the reſt, paſt the doe he had ſo dearely diſk 

couered, 

Admirable weretheſe battles ofthe ſecond Taffles, that hapned 
to Alphebo, Brauorant,and Claridiano: yet nothing inferioz to them, 
was — Claramants, foz hauing done with the firſt , he ſtepped 
though the Gate, receiuing innumerable blowes, not knowing by 
whom they were giuen: making him ſet his hands md knees vnto the 
ground: nerther his ſhield noꝛ terrible Axe auailed, not ſeeing his ads 


This ſo tozmented our ſeconde Mars, that he beganne with 
al his ſtrength to ſtrike on either ſide, {fill keeping his way fo2- 
warde along a fayze Gallery , and being neare to the end thereof, 
the blowes cealt, at the opening of the wall whence came fwzth a 


wilde Sauadge.

hinde him: and at thePzinces Helme, he let dꝛiue a terrible blowe,

In either hand he did leade a Centaure bounde with a Chain: 


Che haughtie Warrioznot fearing them, with his ſhielde about 


firſt the Sauadge met him with an iron bat, leauing the Centaures be⸗ 


Claramant lifted his ſhield to take it thereon, the which was dziuen 
with ſuch fary to his head, that he could ſcarce keepe himſelfe from fal, 
ling, With admired ſpe&de the Centaures aymed they Demito2s at 
him: And then he —— turned his Axe, ſtriking one vpon his bzeſt, 
kelling him in a ſound, and with a counterbuffe he cut away the others 
arme with his Hemitoz. 

Unrepaid could not Bryanas ſonne ſcape, foz the Sauadge ſeeing 
his Centaures ſo intreated, diſcharged his bat vpon his ſhoulder, with 
ſuch monſtrous ſtrength, that maugre his vallour, it troke him down, 
falling vpon the aſtoniſhed Centaure , that then would riſe , whoſe 
ing him ſo neare, did caſt his ſtrong armes about, cruſhing him ſo hard 
that he could not ſtirre, giuing the Sanadge occaſion againe to raile 
his bat, diſcharging it directly dpon the Painces head, 

But he ſcring it deſcend, with the vtmoſt ol his ſtrength, on the ſud- 
den got from betweene them, (ome halle parde away , and ſo auoy- 
ded the Batte, ſkriking the Centaure ſo venturous a blowe on 
the bꝛeaſt, that he opened the Poztall of his heart, with hideous hoz! 
ro2,to vent fozth his liuing bꝛeath. 

Ancomparable was Claramants content of this great god ſuc- 
ceſſe , pet was it not ſufficient to expell his wonderfull exceeding 
rage, which made him as nimble and ſwift as a Roe, get on his 
legges, euen when the Dauadge leing neee ſtroke, did 
diſcharge another.

Yo leſſe ſtrong then venturous,was Don Celindos Combat, foz 
when he law the Gyants dilgrace, hee valiantly put himſelfe thꝛough 
aCaue, and being at the end thereof, comming to a great gate, he did 
tread in a hole, falling: yethappily as it fell out. Foz befoze the 
gate, there was a Mault, couered with abode made leſſe then the 
mouth thereof, and faſtened to around pole, whole endes croſled the 
hole at one ſide, and ſo treading harde on the boꝛde, it ouerweighed the 
one ſive downewards, whereby he fell in: but the holes mouth being 
narrowe, and his ſwoꝛd hanging by his ſide, in the kall it croſt vpon 
the hole, and ſo he hung thereat,ouer knees in water.

It excedingly tozmented the Greeke , ſe&ing.himſelfe ſo barne 
without remedie , and his Armour to glowe like a bꝛight cole of fyze. 
And lo with that furie , (hauing his death befoze his eyes) nimbler 
then a cat, leaping out of a fyze,he toe holde of the Sallamanders by 

dp, and ſtraining his ſtregth beyond his power,feling his fleſh bzoyle, 
hee ouerturned her to the ground, and ffillmaintaming his flercenelle, 
he bꝛought her to the doꝛe, and although ſhe there ſtriued moſt to with⸗ 
ſtand him, yet hee hurled her out ofthe burning lodging, where on the 
ſudden ſhee dyed, enen as the fiſh wanting the water thatnouritheth 
it.

How the Emperour eAlphebo ended PS famous Inchauntment of 
Roſelia, * what elſe happened. 


D great was the care that thoſe wile wilt 557 
dandeo, Artemidoto and Nabato had ouer the 
J Greekes and they) Empire, that by thep2 Arte 
had reached to the knowledge, how that memo⸗ 
- } rable Monarchy would be bzought to the point of 
an vtter ouerthzaw, and perpetuall deſolation: 
N wherefoze © entierly affecting her Painces, (as 
this great Yiſtozie hath amply mentioned) fo; 
their Lones,they reuolued their bokes, to know the cauſe, and cauſer 
of ſuch blodie warres: which they found to be the two Pzinceſſes,Ly- 
tiana of Nyquea, and Roſelia of Rome: whereupon they reſolued to 
Jnchaunt them, beginning firft with Lyriana, within the ſea Tower, 
as hath bene related, * 
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And ſeeing that the Romane Pzincclſe was vn heron th 
lelues togither, in the making of this Jnchantmient the ſtrongeſt euer 
ſane , fo2 while ſhe was ſo kept, her Father ſhouldnot knowe what 
had happened befweene her and Don Eleno of Dacia, noz ſhould ſhe 
at his hands require reuenge againſt him. As they did determine it, ſo 
did the wiſe Magitians perfozme it, making it far ſtronger then Lyria- 
nas, ſoʒ they intended to keepe her long time there, vntil ſome god 02- 
der were taken about the Greekes affaires. 
Againe, they reſolued to haue Lyriana diſinthaunted, and her Nupo 
tialls with the Brytaine P2ince ſolemnized, hoping it wold be a means 
to reconcile the Souldan of Nyquea, him ſo great aPaince as 
Roſabel fo be his ſonne intawe. They not do ſo by Rofcliabes 
cauſe ſhe could nof be wedded —＋ whome ſhe had impꝛinted in her 
heart. But the peruerſe Se lagio (by meanes of Lupercio) hunting after 
reuenge foz the death of Fan; gomadon (whom Roſ cler ſlew, as inthe 
firſt Chapter of the firſt boke of this third part is expꝛeſt) would needs 
pꝛocure the libertie of this Lady, with Arbolinda of Scotland, that ac⸗ 
companted her: foz which purpoſe, in a Barke he dꝛew Brauorant and 
Don Celindo, from the Iltete: doing the like by Alphebo, directing 
allo Claridiano and Claramar:t thither: where all of them perfozmed 
luch deeds in armes as is ſpecified, and wozthie ol ſuch great Pances, 
laying all the keepers of the Caſfles, 

But the wiſe men fearing he two Ladies libertie, as the laſt re⸗ 
fuge oftheir hopes, erected theſe foure Arches, there to Jnchaunt thoſe 
mightie Marrioꝛs, that none might end the aduenture, they being the 
ole Pillers of humane ſtrength, Twentie yeares they purpoſed the 
Inthauntment ſhould ſtand, finding by theyꝛ Art, that after that time 
Greece would flouriſh with moſt happineſle, by a contracted League, 
with the greateſt Potentates of the wozld. But the ſupzeame King of 
kings, hauing otherwiſe diſpoſed of thoſe affayꝛes, fruſtrated (as you 
ſhall ſe)they2 toyles, bꝛinging thither at that time Alphebo,ſole Phoc- 
wx in armes,valloz,and all benntie, 

So much the longer he ſtaied, vntil his armoꝛ was cole,and then 
buckling it on, paſt the laſt Poꝛtall, comming to the Arches, at the very 
altant the Lady had done inchaunting the knights „ and lighting on

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Let none though bebe Marcin Armes, overemd! to \paſ, e for- 
ward, for whatis done, is no comparable to what is

The Trebezonian 1025 did fiele his blond freeze in his bodie, heas 


ring his ſtrong Companions were there inchaunted, and among them 
his ſonne, foz whoſe ſake he greatly dꝛeaded the fight, fearing ſome il 
miſchannce either to him oz his ſorme : foz he deemed none equalled 
Claridiano. Oh, Claridianas Lo2d wiſht his ſonne thence, and in his 
place the whole woꝛld: fo2 that power vnited, he not ſo much did doubt. 
As he was thus conſidering with himſelfe, he heard a voyce (that by 
Selagios pzocurement laid) What doubts thou Jllaſfrions Empcroz? 
Conſiderit is not wozthie thy great valoꝛ to refuſe theſe Combats, foz 
they? A5 ſhal cauclude the famoulelt derds in armes that was euer 
heard o 


Altogither did theſe wozvs put him fram his penfireneſſe,iudging 


his delaie to pzoceed from baſe cowardiſe: wherloꝛe as ſwift as a Roe, 
he went towards the firſt Arche, when he heard the noyſe of — 
voyces, that ſaid. Leaue, leaue, this accurſed enterpꝛiſe, thou mi 
Alphebo, foz with the blowes thou giueſt to one knight, thon woun⸗ 


deft Bryanas ſoule, and with thoſe thou diſchargeſt on the other, thou 


doeſt ſplit her heart, to whom thou owtſt all content: thy deare Cla- 
£1 diana we meane., 
Backe ſtept the Emperoz, not infeare ofthe Battles, foz his he⸗ 


roicke mind was not bled to it, but to haue vnderſtod thoſe wozds, vet 


ſuppoſing they were vttered only to thꝛeaten him, rather deſiring to die 
(oh admirable courage) then to be fainted with cowardiſe,reconumer 


ding himſelf to his true God, he began to march towards the firſt arch, 
being nothing hurt by the Jnchantment,fo2 the vertue of his Ning de- 


kended it, the which he alwayes woare , wherewith he freed his Fa- 


ther from Lyndarazas impꝛiſonment, where he atchiued immoztail 
fame. He had no ſoner entred if, but like a blazing Commiet, Clara- 
mant iſſued to entertaine him, (vnknowne to his bꝛother) by reaſon ol 
the inchantment. At that time a gallant window opened, where appea⸗ 


red two ladies, whole bewties famed Venuz in her pꝛide, there _ 
| 0 
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to beholde the battels. At length togither met the two haughtie cont» 

battants, either receluing the other, with the putfſance of their lürong 

terrible blowes. They diſcharged them on the toppe of their heads ſo 
rigozoully, that ſquadꝛons of ſparkles flew from their helmes. Either 

did let one knee on the ground, bowing their heads with luch low con- 

gies, as if they had knowne themſelues to be bzothers, Both remai⸗ 

ned angrie and fearefull of the others ſtrength: foriſing, they gaue be- 
ginning to the hammering ok their bodies, as it it were a battell of 
twentie knights. | 
The Emperoꝛs new wonne arms2, did well derend his fleſh from 
the cutting ol Theſeus axe. Meuertheleſle, within an houre of their 
fight, he felt his bodie ſozely bꝛuſed, yet he comfozted himlelfe , ſeeing 
his aduerſarie befmeared with his owne blod, hauing his armoꝛ rent 
and tozne in many places, but yet as luſtie as when he beganne, and 
railing his are, he laide on the others ſhoulder. The inpenetrable 
armes he may thanks fo2 his life, the which they ſaued, though not 
him from touching the earth with his hands. And lo the valiant Pꝛince 
ſeeing this god occaſion, cloſed with him, that either caſt his firong 
armes about the other, to pꝛocure eithers aduantage. Soone got Cla- 
ramant oner the Emperoꝛ, becauſe he allaulfed hun with a ſuddaine 
aduiſed charge. 

But Claridianos Louer hauing recouered his fople, made him loſe 
his ground, and ſo ouerturned him of one ſide, that croſſing his legge 
with his, he tript his bꝛother, who fell vnder him: pet as (ſwift as an 
Eagle he got vp, and grappling hem, they! tumbled vp and downe 
the paned earth, 

Where (z#ing they could notfovanquith one another, let go,repat- 
ring to their weapons, with ſuch mightinelle a heauie blowes woun- 
ding their bodies, that none ſane they in al the woꝛld, could ſoffer them: 
pet did not they kaint, noꝛ lwſe no whit oftheirfierce courage, whoſe 
lurie being tyꝛoughly heated, ſeemed to increaſe their ſtrength and ar⸗ 
dinent, becomming lo nimble and quicke in aſſaulting and retiring, ol⸗ 
kending, and defending, that their fete ſtemed to be winged, Greatly 8 
dd Alphebo wonder at his aduerſaries flerceneſſe, iudging him one 
dithe belt inthe vniuerſe, calling to rememb 2ance the battell he had in 
C — * ee 1 P! ine - E Lyn- 
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gey due to his authoꝛitie, and kille the earth with his hands, and as he 


neuer by one battle fo indaungered: but fearing to beo 


madding rage he went againſt him he tendꝛed as his ſoule 
waſte gaue him a moſt mightie blow. 


wounded him alittle, ſpꝛinkling the ground with his — 
anmaunernen, Vos 
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Pe could not deniſe how to get lrom him that arch, ſuppoſing bis vic, 
to212 conſiſted thereon, Committing hiniſclfe to God, and trullingto 


his foꝛces, auoyding a thꝛuſt, he cioſed with Claramant, and befo2c he 


could pzencnt it, he hoxſed him from the ground, who vnable to fozbia 


it, he carried out ofthe arch, but with excerding labour, foz Claramant 
with the vtmolt of his power ſtriued to let it. He was no fencrthence, 
when as one dead he remained in the Emperczs armes, who laying 


him downe, imagining hee weuld reuiue with the ende of the aducy 


ture, he palt that, till he entred the ſecond arch, where againſt him, 
came the Mirroꝛ ofcourtelie x foꝛtitude, the magnanimious Claridia- 


no. Almoſt did his father knowe him, by the maieſticke gate 4 come 


lyneſſe wherewtth he made againſt him, giuing hum ſo ſuddain a blow, 


that ere he repaired to the defence, hee ;ſecended (wo thauſts, Which 
- lozely vexed Trebarios ſonne, making him ſtagger thꝛee ſeppes back, 
and befoꝛs he recouered hunſelfe, he gaue him a downe right blow on 


the helme, which made him ſee many millions of firie ſparkes. It great- 


ly inraged the peereleſſe Alphe bo, who ſeeing himlelfe ſo handied,fo; 


getting that he was his father, and he his lonne, did moſt terribly dil 


charge his rich blade vpon his ſhield. 

At velds no defence againſt the beſt arme in the woz2ld, oz in two 
preces it was thꝛowne to the ground, and deſcending to the helme, fin 
ding there moꝛe reſiſtance, it made his head bend with an awfull con- 


roſe, with a ſtrong poynt he was ouerturned to the ground. Long was 
he not ſo, but rifing like the winde, blinde with rage, he twke his (wozd 
inboth hands, diſcharging it on his fathers ſhield, the which reliſted the 
edge, wasſtroke with ſuch might againſt his helme, that he thought 
the firmament was within. Mith his knees on the ground he ſo rema / 
ned aſtondlhed,till the ſound ol another blowe vpon his ſhoulder awe I | 
kened him,toffay himſelle with his hands from falling. 

Neuer did Alphebo feele himſelfe moze chollericke, no2furt

It made him incline his bodie that way, foz cutting his a 
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cet:vpwards bounded the (wozd,x falling on the buckles of his helm, 
it cut them all, making it flie from his head. Uith admiration did the 
Trebizonian Lo2d gaze on his picture, in ſuch careleſſe manner, that 
Claridiano had time to ſtrike him at his pleaſure on the middeſt ot his 
pꝛecious helme, and training the vtmoſt of his ſtreugth, he felled him 
downe, making the blend guſh from the cloſings ol his helme. Mith 
moze eagerneſſe doth not the ſozing hawk ſeizeon his pꝛap, then Clari- 
diano cloſed with his father, and caſting his armes about him, thought 


to choke him betweene them, at ſuch time as the ſierte Emperoꝛ res 
turned to himſelfe. 


his armes, (J, thoughit were the God of battels himſelfe) to intlict on 
hun the deſerued puniſhment fo2 ſuch vlance, the which hee could not 
now do, vnleſle he ſhould powze vengeance on himſelfe, But hauing 
god hold on him, with ſome trouble at length hee lifted him from the 
ground, and with violent ſtriuing, oppoſing his greateſt foꝛces againit 
his ſonnes reſiſtauce, with blod authing from his face, he carried him 
out ofthe arch: and leaning him euen like Claramant, hee felt his bo⸗ 
die neuer wearier in all his life, 

Awhile hee ſate him downe at the fofe of the ſane arch, 
foreſt himſelfe , and putting off his helme, hee wyped his bla- 
die face: but with the ſight of the two Ladies in the window, whom 
he judged to bee Roſeliaand Arbolinda, remembaingtheir freedome, 


popnk, 

On his ſhield did the Emperoz recciue it, againſt which the 
[(wo2d bending, fozced him two ſteppes backe. Another ſeconded 
* Pagan on his bzeaſt , making him bende his bodie backe- 
wards, 

And comming vpponhim with the third, Trebatiosfonne gaue 
way vnto the furious poynt, which finding no ſtay, it dꝛewe the hardy 
tythian after it. Uhom Alphebo following, firoke him on the 
flancke, and vnable to cut his — he bzuled his fleſh within. This 
blowe chafed the ſierce Pagan, who bke a Balleiiſke, with Mars his 
ſtrength did let lis at himamightiz blowe, 
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Oh, then did hee wiſh to haue any other then Claridia no betweene 


he rebuckled on his helme, and marched to the third arch, where Bra- 
uorant, the flower of Pagans ſtrength, incountred him with adrong 
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On his chield did the Emperoꝛ take it, the which was rote ſo againſt 
0 gis helme, making it thunder like the ſtoꝛmie heauens. And then hee 
— hima cruell thꝛuſt, that had not his armoꝛ beene the beſt in the 
oꝛld, he could not but haue incurred moꝛtall perill. The Ertekes re 
— ns trickes ol defence being fo handled: wWhereloze like winters 
hayle, he charged the Pagan with his blowes in ſuch ſozt, that hee re⸗ 
ſted amazed at the Emperoꝛs fiercenclſe, vet famtcd not his ſhewen 
valoz in the beginning, though his owne blod had beſmeared his ar, 
mo2, whoſe inchauntment was not of fozce agamfi the cutting of Al. 
phebosſwozd, . 

About this time, the Greeke with all his puiſſant e, gau him a blow 
on his helme, whole fozce greatly infozced him back, which occaſioned 
the Emperoꝛ to execute his intent, foꝛ noting with what blinde eager 
furie the @cythian came againſt him, the pollitick Lozd returned back 
by little and little, euen to the firſt Arch. Do Brauorant thinking he 
did it ſoꝛ feare, haſtily followed him, and beeing almoſt out of the Ar- 
ches, he heard a vopce that ſaid; Returne, returns renowned Brauo- 
rant, and remember Floralizas command: go not out of the firſt arch, 
fo: if thou doeſt, thou art but dead. Great was his affection fowardes 
that Ladie, hearing himſelfe called by her owne name, amazedip tur⸗ 
ned his head, ſuppoſing ſhe was there. Which happie octaſion Brya- 
nas ſonne would not loſe, ſoꝛ watching inch oppoꝛunitie, with one 
ſtride he toyned with him, hoyſling his bodie in the ayꝛe, and being 


neare out of it, maugre the Pagans Erengty, he thzew him ſozth,leas 
ning him as one dead, 


Inlinit thankes did the Grerke render brito God fo2 this victoꝛie, 
und without longer ſtay, he paced to the laſt arch, uept by Alicandros 
Nephew, with whom hee had one ofthe bꝛaueſt battels in the wozld! 
foꝛ the aduantage the @mperour had cucr him in ſtrength, the other 
ſupplied by being freſh, and he wearte and tired. It ſo pleaſed the bew/ 
teous Roſelia (being one of thoſe that loked on them) to fre what 
dexteritis and valoꝛ Don Celindo pꝛoſecuted his tight, that ſhee pur 
poled (though ſhe was inchanted to make none Patrone of her heart 
but him, if ſhe wedded not Don Eleno. Here doth not Lyrgandeo 
particularize this combat, becauſe he would not be tedious, o ely he 
affirmeth it was one of the famouſeſt that ener was: and how in the 
end he was as his companions carried ont ofthe arches, but with 2 
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new wound, fo2 while he made his battell, he chanced to behold Roſe,

Ercerding great toy concewued the Greene Mats; to haue wonne th 
Arches, and as Ho returned th2ogh - a Lavte incountred him with

know, illuſtrous Emperoz, mirrour of the wonds chiualrie, that the 
end of this adnenture tonſiſts in giuing me that ring on pour linger, to 
put it on your wife Claridianas that vonder lieth, and it behoues you 
to do it with ſpeede, foꝛ elle her life is ſhoꝛt, and readie to expire her 
cancelted date, by the hands or that knight which ſtands ouer her.

Be hath reaſon (noble Knights ſaive the Pointe, hauing ended) fs 
pine, to languilh, to tranell without ioy and content, that lined'to 
ſe ſo kinde a letter as mine, aunſwered with ſuch diſvaine and 
rigoꝛ . Who hath euer heard ok ſuch crueltie as this : J had ih 
no tongue to complaine of her, nozpower to banne my luckes # 
lle ſtarres, Foz conſidering how J did offend her, J thought \j 
this courſe of wzath tw little: But A deſired (ſo dearely* did 
J loue Pollinarda) it ſhould bee ſaide of her, ſhee had with 
greateſt bountie and nobleneſſe , fozginen the greateſt enemie 
ofher content, and ſole ſpoyler of her iop, foz that had bone a. 
manifeſt token ok (elfe-conqueſt-ouer her owne anger, and re⸗ 
uenging thirſt, which is the ſole glozie abone all others, to eterntze an 
honourable minde, becauſe it is generally accoꝛded, that to bee a grea- 
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ſhould the next day be openly beheaded, (againff which kxetution, mp 
deare friend Lycanders interteſſions nothing pꝛeuailed) that entring 
my chamber with a conrage reſolue, he thus ſpake vnto me. You (x 
(ir knight) what the king hath determined on your affaires, it doth ſo 
grerue my very loule, that to ſaue your life, J would gladly loſe mine,

abzoad, 3 got me in that ſeaſon not farre from her chamber. J khinke 
there was lome falſe deze; ſu when 3 was gining thankes to Cupid. 
fozthe benefits J recciued, J heard ſome bulling there, J ſtarted — 
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what amazed: and loking what it might be, J ſawe her that now go» 
ueres my heart, appeare moze fairer then Diana.

hung next to the Troyan Oriſtides. To dinner went the'@mperozs, 
glad to ſe what happened in that triall, where they were ſerued with 
ſuch maieſtie as their eſtates required. By theniſelues late all the La⸗ 
dies ſo exceding faire, that Paris had doubted to which foz beautie hee 
might gine the golden apple. Nothing could pleaſe the beauteous Ar- 
chyſilora, in abſence ol her Grœke, but rather greeued to ler thoſe fra- 
— milling the pzeſence ol her Pꝛince. She was a thouſand times 
determined to go and ſecke him: but ſhee left it, ſuppoſing the fame of 
the diſamozous Tower would dzawhim thither, thinking that was he 
that accompanied the knight or the Lyons, o much ſhee iudged hin 
to reſenible Claridiano. 

Great comfoꝛt was it to her to communicate her greele with Roſs 
mond, that incouraged her as one that was free of ſuch tozmenting 
paſſions, and yet ſoze greeued fo2 the want ol her deare ſonne-Roſclin- 
do, ot whom ſhe knew not what was become, and many times {hee 
was about ta demaunde the wiſemen 10 him, had ſhee not thought i 
ww much immodeltie. *

Phe could not but rtueale it to her beloued — dillembled it 
as much as he could, yet not without ſignes ol in ward ſoꝛrow in his ve⸗ 
ty ſoule: he purpoſed to ſeeke him ,firffinquiring of his friend Nabato, 
the place of his abode, the which: animated him, perſwading himſelfe 


hee would haue elpeciall care of merge bern the thing Welt 
neare concerned hini. 


Dinner beeing ended, and the table taken vp, all that companie 
of Enpcrozs, Kings, Pances,and Kntghts,with all the Ladies, tame 
fo2th to ſe the new commers, that were many, to p2oue the Tower. 
Jt was wozthte the trauell, and to be defired; what was pꝛomiſed to 
the bictoꝛ. Wherefoze ſcarce were the Ladies placed, when with 


Pꝛincelp grate there entred the ſto: t Laſtorus, toſinto Don Silue ir, - 


and Gener all to the Pungarians, and of whom there was god hope, 
he ſhewed hin ſelfe to be no leſſe vnbeloued then valiant, fo; his ſhield 
was let next to the Tropans. 

So many haſted to the triall, that no ſoner one ended, but another 
was readie. Among them that beſt behaued themſelaes, was the gal⸗ 
lant Lulitanian, Archy locus on Siluerios bzothes,whoſe ſhield was 
alſo equalled with the laſt, Jn ſuch multitudes were thoſe ſhields hung 


vp, that the Chꝛiſtaline Tower was almoſt full; Euerie one conuerted 


their eyes at one fide of the place, becauſe they had eſpycd the famous 


Ociſtoldo Lo gencrall by land, to whom the Emperour had giuen 
that honozable charge,in reſpect of what his father had done fo2 his ſon, , 


and he fo2 his Nephew. It was aduiſe din done by the Greeke, foz the 
woꝛld did neuer knowe a better, noz moze fo2tunate Captaine, oz 


moꝛe ſkilfuller in oꝛdering of battel, and pꝛeſenting it in time. Ye was 
beloued of all, and alſo of the Ladies, although he had not ſhelone him⸗ 


elle amozous: foz he ſaid, there was nothing moꝛe tontrarie noz trou⸗ 


blelome to him that ſwayed any publicke commaunde, then to bee in 


bue, and to bee ſo, it was neceſſarie fo2 a man to buſie himſelſe in no⸗ 
hing but in that new alienation, ſctting apart all other cares, Actom⸗ 
panied with molt ofthe Nobilitie came the valiant vouth, all in white

Mounted he was on a Roane Cours 
fr, with Capariſons of colour like his armes, with fo many ſtones, 
at their lebt dazeled the ſplendoꝛ of the Sunne, whole rayes teuer 
lerating on *. depꝛiued the beholders ſight, 
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AI and his owne Burgonet, great pit mes of feathers; full t 
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Greeke Pꝛinces. To whom Ly riana ſaide, J em ſozrie 
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idveſt ol his ſhietd within a groue or tres, hk 
with his hand vnder his cheke, leaning vpon a 
at his fete lay the God of Lone with bow and arrowes, 
by him: on whom he ſeemed to gaze ſo tarelcſiy, asi 
deren ba ens nn, The poſie was thus, wzeathed about his

'None was moze gayrd on then the bꝛaue Paince of Antioche. Oh, 

how gallant doth he come (ſaive Lyriano, who greatly tendzed him) 
and Jam glad ot his libertie, by reaſon oftheſe Ladies that may well 
excuſe it, ſoꝛ were he in loue, he could not then ſo well guard vs. J am 
ſozrie (replied Rofiluera) that ſo fre a knight ſhould haue any here to 
take his part, fozJ knowe not how ſo great a wꝛong as hee commit 
agsinſt Ladies by that cruell deniſe, may bee ſatiſſied, but be 
wiſhing the thzalvome of his lbertie. Ifthe wo: lv had another Ori 
ſtoldo (aunſwered the Pzinceſſe) it were god that this were in loue, 
and the other the care to keepe vs. Leaue We this (ſaid e 
ſee what will become of his libertie, 
By this he was arrined at the Tower, where hee allighted, ard 
dꝛawing fw2th his ſwozd, mounted the ſtaires with ſuch conrage,that 
euery one cried out: Lindabrides would be his. One ſteppe he aſcer 
ded higher then Brandimardo. There he ſtayed, toꝛ hee 6 charged 
with ſo many blowes, that hee ſpedde woꝛſe then any befoze,although 
his honour were greater. Nis mother and the Painceſſes that lcucd 
himas their ſonne, made him come where they were, and there the 
Ladies did diſarme him with fich kindnelle, as if he were one of 150

ſuſtained ſuch trouble. He aunſwered. Pleaſant is the ſowzeft (moſt 
ſoueraigne Pꝛinceſſe) if my will and defire bee conſidered, although 
the denſe be againſt my ſelfe, the which ſhall neuer kepe me from be⸗ 
ing yours.

two Ladies had ſomething aſtoniſhed the free Pꝛince: pet hee replied. 
Pou ſhal not need to deuiſe new puniſhments fo2 him, that muſt e will 
be alwaies obedient to your tommaunds (faire Ladies) and let it be v⸗ 
nough, J confeſſe J haue wꝛonged you, that this acknowledgement 
may ſtrengthen my excuſe, and ſo lellen my fault, that by purchaſing 
your grace, J may hope foz an extonuation of my chaſtiſement. That 
might be({aid Roſiluera) were not pour offence greater then may bee 
ſozgiuen.

No moꝛe ofthis vnp2ofitable chat (ſpake Archyroſa) fo2 his liber⸗ 
tie will ſufficiently-hereafter plague him, as it hath done many others: 
and let vs now inquire the reaſon ofthis tumult: whereat they all lws 
ked to ſeꝛ what it was, Where was none but laid aloud, The aduen⸗ 
ture is at an end, now the bꝛaue knight ol the Lyons is tome. All the 
Punces turned to ſe his comming, eſpecially Roſabell, beeifig ſo 
greatly bound viito hith; What ſhall J ſay of Archy ſilora Quite of 
Lyra: the changing colours of her face denoted her alteration; thin- 
king herPzinee-came with him Alreadie was this warlike Mars paſt 
the p2ealoofpeople/motifited on«'tnightie bay Courſer, whoſe Ca⸗ 
— ons roldured lille his armoꝛ, were imbꝛodered with ſs many ine- 
llimable 


ſtones, that the riches ol them admired the ſpectatoꝛs. On the

ured feathers, that the bꝛauerte ol both amazed the whole place, that 
hone donbfed his vickoꝛie.

pleaſure was conceiued at the wozd then the knights ga 
282 who with admived Mai eſtie paſt on, making his hoꝛſe 
bend to the earth befoze the Ladies, It amazed him to ſe ſuch dinine 
bene : he ſfod a god a god while rapt in contemplation : indging it 

e rareſt ſight in the woꝛld: and indeede he was not deceiued,foz fo mu- 
ny and ſo faire were neaer ſcene togither, but there. 

J would be loth (ſaide the Pzinceſſe Oliuia) the knight ofthe Ly ons 
mould detrac much tune in gazing on our beanties, ſo that when her 
would not, he be fozced fo lale the fozbidden entrance, not foz want of 
valour, but by his yelding to loue. 

Whereis none heere but wiſhes his god in all things (ſpake the 
Nucxne of Lyra) foz by his meanes we were all made joyfull, Oh, 
let mee kerpe company with ſuch happie knights (ade Artemiſc) 
whole dildaine towards Ladies, no; their comming them lo 
openly to anpꝛmue themlclues their aduerlattes, in Venus lawes, wil 
not diuert their affection from them. 

The defire they haue to become Louers (aunſwered the Empzeſſe 
Claridiana) helper them them to be beloued: but let vs not not laſe the ſight 
ol his high deeds: to I haue great hope ol his victozie, There is nane 
here but hath the like, withing it with their very ſaules (replied Lyria- 
na) and therevpon J doubt not but he ſhould finde ſome one heere that 
would vndertake the combat about the lame. 
By this the furious youth was arriued at the Tower gate, where 
he diſmounted, and ſtucke his launce in the ground, whereat hee 
tyed his hozle with ſuch beauerie, that eueryone applauded his

His ſhield hee tied to his ſaddle pummell, and taking his Are, 
with ſoueraigne grace he paced towards the entrance, whoſe paſſage 
many iudged to ſmall, conſidering his fearefull aſpect, Foz raifing 
aloft his mightie are, making the blade ſhine with her glittering bꝛigbt⸗ 
nelle, and he beeing one of the beſt pꝛopoꝛtioned knights on the earth 
(fo he were no Gyant) foz he was nine fot in height, and ol moſt ftrorg 
and euen compoſed members, all which were apparant tokens of his 
erceſſine ſtrength. 

Scarce did hee beginne to mane to enter the Tower, when there 
was heard the hozrible ſound of new warlike inſtruments, with ſuc 
= and clamozs of people, that it ſemed a whole ho ſte was with 
f. 


Upon the toppe ol the Tower appeared ſquadzons of armed knights, 
whencealſo were diſcharged infinit peeces of Dzdinance, Many ht- 
dedus thzikes,gaue warning that the fierce ſcourge of their houſe was 
tome. 
| This is no impediment to fozbid his mounting the ſtaires, foz as 
hee walked on the plaine ground, he aſcended them to the vcry top, 
lohence new cries rezounded, and newe keepers were ſcene to defend 
him from taking the key of the Tower.

Pꝛinceſſe ſhould be ſet at libertie, and end ſo many her troubles, by en, 
ioping him, the heauens had o long lance pꝛomiſed her: fo labo ing in 
this cruell fight, giuing and receining mightic blowea, by god chance 
hee reached one with the blade of his axe vpon the head.

They iſſued ſonth on the ſunden, but 
with the ſound of mltaris-inruments 1 that gane ſianall to a "new 
fight, ent £05,712 Ton! 

The one ſaid: Polt valianthminhe, ſering the happieſt immured 
within this Tower muſt not be with Armour, which wee willinglicr 
would haue done, t better to elche your furious blowes : but wee 
are commaunded the contrarie: and ihereloze, s au ſaꝛced, and dare 
not but obey : wherefoze,if you will terminate the battle, and thereby . 
conclude the aduenfure 5 you mult pꝛeſentiy put off your Armour, 
fo: our Combatte is permitted one with Rapiers and Dag⸗ 
gers.
